Break-In Plan 


Too many complications 
seen in scheme to line 
up vaudeville circuits 


NEW YORK, July 11—Vaude 
booking managers of the five 
major circuits met early this week 
in an attempt to carry thru a plan 
whereby each theater chain would 
contribute a proportionate num- 
ber of houses to be used solely for 
break-in purposes. The idea was 
first advanced by a trade publica- 
tion, which set forth the plan as a 
fact even before any of the bookers had 
an idea of what it was all about. 

Charles J. Freeman’s cffice was the 
scene of the meeting, with those pres- 
ent including J. H. Lubin, Loew; Phil 
Bloom, Fanchon & Marco (Fox); Hal 
Kemp, Warner, and Harry Hollander, 
Publix. Nothing conclusive in the way 
of carrying the plan thru was arrived 
at, and the meeting was adjourned to an 
indefinite date. It is doubtful whether 
the booking managers will ever get to- 
gether “again on the same idea. 

It was admitted later by Freeman and 
Bloom that the scheme was an impos- 
Sibility thru its many complications as 
well as the antipathy of the operators of 
the circuits to set aside houses strictly 
for vaude break-in purposes. The plan 
set forth that the theaters would be 
booked as a unit by one man out of one 
office. The amount of break-in playing 
time to come from each circuit was to 
be in proportion to.the amount of vaude 
Playing time they have on their books. 

This would mean that RKO would 
have to provide the bulk of the break-in 
houses to make up a proposed 10 weeks. 
RKO’s theater operators have turned a 
deaf ear to Freeman’s plea for such 
houses for more than a year. 

Freeman himself is not worried about 
a shortage of talent in the expected 
vaude boom next season. In amplifica- 
tion of this, he pointed out that there 
were a large number of new acts on 
RKO’s books at present, with each one 
being given about five warm-up weeks 
to prove themselves playable over the 
entire circuit. While many of them 
flop, he said, the number that come 
thru to expectations is proof enough 
there is plenty of talent still available 
for immediate use. 


Son Riles Hi Brown 


NEW YORK, July 13. — Hiram S. 
Brown, president of RKO, was indignant 
at reports appearing in a film trade pa- 
per recently to the effect that Hiram S. 
Brown Jr. will shortly join Roxy as an 
assistant in the perfection of plans for 
Radio City. Elder Brown could not be 
reached for a definite denial or affirma- 
tion, however. The trade paper account 
stated that Brown Jr. will accompany 
Roxy and several architects when they 
leave on the Europa July 23 for a tour 
of foreign countries. 

Definite denial was made by RKO, 
however, of reports making the rounds 
that Martha L. Wilchinski, who resigned 
recently as p. a. for the Roxy Theater, 
will join S. L. Rothafel on the Radio City 
project. Miss Wilchinski will rest over 
the summer, with occasional plunges in- 
to fiction writing.

198,100 Visit 
Calgary Fair 


Only one per cent decrease 
compared with last year— 
stampede contest winners 


CALGARY, Can., July 13.— 
Attendance at the Calgary Exhi- 
bition and Stampede, July 7-12, is 
given at 198,100. This figure 
shows 2,660 less admissions than 
last year, which was 43,225 less 
than the preceding year. These 
figures are interesting from the 
fact that both last year and this 


year there has been a general 
business depression practically thruout 
the continent, and that the 1931 at- 
tendance was only a little more than 1 
per cent below that of the year before, 
whereas the attendance of 1930 showed 
a drop of more than 17 per cent com- 
pared with 1929. 

Attendance the last five annual hold- 
ings of the big event was: 1926, 197,471; 
1927, approximately 210,000; 1928, 210,- 
879; 1929, 243,985; 1930, 200,760; 1931, 
198,100.

Intacts Will Get Minimum of 
Three Weeks’ Break-In Time 


RKO’s officials will insist upon ample number of weeks 
in and around New York—Palace likely to be included 


for box-office angles 


NEW YORK, July 13.—While the matter of giving its long- 
route intacts a proper production background and generally improv- 
ing their quality next season is being ironed out by its best brains, 
RKO is not losing sight of another and, to some, more important 
phase of the most important activity of the Sixth Floor. This is the 


matter of providing a sufficient 
number of break-in weeks in and 
around here to avoid any possi- 
bility of the units flopping on the 
road. From sources that are as 
authentic in essence as an official an- 
nouncement, The Billboard has learned 
that the administrative officials of RKO 
will insist when the proper time arrives 
that the Coast-to-Coast intacts be given 
a minimum of three weeks’ time before 
shoving off from Syracuse. At one time 
last season intacts were getting two and 
a half weeks of dates within easy reach 
of the circuit’s fixers: costumes, scenery, 
music and radio. But this lasted a short 
period due to the dropping of stage pol- 
icies from two of the houses involved in 
the break-in cycle. Now the intacts 
start at the Kenmore and split the fol- 
lowing and last New York week between 
the Madison and Chester. 

The additional weeks given to the in- 
tacts for New York dates this past season 
were conferred thru the insistence on the 
part of the circuit’s radio department 
that it needed more time to work on con- 
tinuities for the four-act units. 


When Charles J. Freeman, now RKO’s 
general booking manager, was booker of 
the then-isolated Interstate Circuit, his 
intacts for the Southern chain were met 
at Little Rock, the first stop on the 
route, by representatives of Karl Hoblit- 
zelle. These individuals spent some time 
fixing the units and giving them produc- 
tion touches. Thus, even with the old 
Interstate units opening cold in the 
South, some measures were taken to in- 
sure their clicking before starting on the 
regular Interstate route. With this fea- 
ture in mind those who insist that RKO’s 
intacts do not require as much fixing in 
New York as is being demanded are 
hiding behind the real facts in the case. 

It is more than likely, according to in- 
formation available from good sources, 
that the intacts will include the Palace 
as one of their stands. The only straight 
vaude house in the country has been 
taking on prestige considerably since it 
became recognized as the last stand of 
big-time vaude. RKO’s officials are said 
to feel that the billing line, “Direct from 
the Palace, New York,” now carries box- 
office value out of town. 


If intacts undergo an improvement 
next season as RKO is aiming to bring 
about they should be ideal for spotting 
as first or second string parts for the 
Palace. Should an intact carry, for ex- 
ample, a Kitty Doner, with an Ella 
Shields already set in advance for a Pal- 
ace date coinciding with the Doner in- 
tact, Miss Doner could easily be switched 
to a pair of neighborhood splits for the 
length of the unit’s Palace engagement. 
Conflicts and early repeats have been 
avoided in intact houses on the regular 
route by keeping acts out of certain 
dates with this end in mind. 

Should the Palace be included in the 
local string of intact dates it will not 
be the last stand here. RKO is said to

W. & V. Says “Flesh” Return 
Depends Upon Union Confabs 


NEW YORK, July 13.—Whether or not 
the Wilmer & Vincent Circuit will put 
“flesh” into six of its houses depends 
solely on confabs to be held in about 
three or four weeks with labor unions. 
If the demands of the stagehands and 
musicians are considered reasonable 
vaude will be brought to the State, 
Allentown; State, Reading; Majestic, 
Harrisburg; Embassy, Altoona; Lyric, 
Richmond, and Wells, Norfolk, some 
time in September. 


According to Joseph D. Eagan, general 
manager for W. & V., plans are being 
lined up and the project will go thru 
provided the labor people are lenient. 
It was first intended that the houses 
would be full-week stands and would 
play production units, but it is most 
likely that split-week, three-a-day vaude 
shows will be used. Plan is to use from 
five to seven acts each half, with a 
budget of $1,500 on the week. Eagan 
feels that the circuit can get a $3,000 


feel that at least two split weeks are 
necessary here before a unit starts on 
the road in order to give the assembled 
acts the hang of the running time and 
running order. If three weeks material- 
ize here for the intacts the Palace may 
be spotted on the second week. Judging 
from the attitude toward the break-in 
question adopted by RKO officials at this 
time even four weeks of time for the in- 
tacts here is a probability. 


show for $1,500. Shows will tour the 
six houses intact. 

Eagan stated that the houses will be 
booked from the circuit’s headquarters 
at 1451 Broadway and not by RKO as 
was previously reported. It is most likely 
that Frank O’Brien will be brought up 
from Reading, where he is now district 
manager for W. & V., to book. He super- 
vised the booking of the circuit’s houses 
when they. were in the family time de- 
partment on the RKO floor. 

Circuit feels that it can go thru with 
the plan if the stagehands and musicians 
would be willing to take a cut both in 
salary and men. When the confabs are 
held with the locals in each prospective 
vaude town the circuit officials will 
probably specify that it wants no more 
than three or four stagehands and six 
musicians. 

Plan is to operate with a 35-cent top 
evenings and 25-cent matinees. The 
houses average about 1,500 seats. No 
feature films will be used with the 
vaude, but,a few short subjects will 
round out the show. 

The houses planned for vaude are the 
circuit’s older stands that made money 
with vaude a few years ago. And all of 
them are now dark. Each one is in a 
town where the circuit has from two to 
three houses, and Eagan stated that it 
was hard enough to get suitable films 
for its big house without trying to line 
them up for two or three in the same 
locale. There is no “flesh” opposition 
now in the towns slated for vaude. 


Jersey Exhibs 
Want “Flesh” 


Branch of MPTOA favors 
stage shows as against con- 
tinuing double features 


NEW YORK, July 13.—Inde- 
pendent picture exhibitors, after 
checking up on next season’s film 
product, are making plans, in in- 
creasing numbers, for the addi- 
tion of “flesh” to their shows, the 
iatest to join the movement being 
members of the Motion Picture 
Theater Owners of New Jersey. 
As a meeting of that organization 
last week, it was decided by the Jersey 
exhibs that double featuring of films 
would have to go by the boards next 
season and “flesh” be added to single 
features. 

' New Jersey is now witnessing the wide- 

spread revival of one and two-day vaude 
shows in former straight film houses. 
The indie exhibitors were only following 
the trend of the times when they dis- 
cussed the situation at their regular 
meeting. Sidney Samuelson, president of 
MPTOA of New Jersey, told the exhibitors 
that he has tried vaude as an experi- 
mental proposition at his own house, the 
Newton, Newton, N. J., an 892-seater, 
and that he believed a vaudefilm policy 
was the solution of the exhibitors’ 
problem. 

Exhibitors discussed the plan to be 
pursued of adding vaudeville, which 
would entail the elimination of double 
featuring, cutting of film costs in half 
and trimming of operating expense. At 
the next meeting vaude bookers will be 
invited to discuss the situation with 
the exhibitors. A definite stand may be 
taken by the association at that time. 

It is believed that at least 50 theaters 
will drop double features for vaudefilm 
policies next season if the New Jersey 
exhibitors accept :the proposed plan. The 
lack of promising films: revealed in the 
film producers’ announcements of next 
season’s lineup, and the public’s reaction 
in favor of “flesh” after a four-year 
talkie diet are the two most important 
factors forcing exhibitors into using 
vaudeville.

shows at best as a necessary evil; not as 
a portion of a combo program that might 
be depended upon to send grosses zoom- 
ing. 

There is every reason to believe that 
Doc Howe and his organization are fully 
aware of the shortcomings of those fac- 
tory-made shows, known as Ideas. There 
has been a slight but noticeable improve. 
ment in the Ideas during the past season. 
A little progress is more encouraging 
than no progress at all. Doc Howe's 
Ideas might help certain Publix houses 
to keep out of the red, but unless they 
are materially revamped from every angle 
they will represent nothing more than an 
emergency switch effected for economy. 
Publix’s stage-show problem is one of 
the most disturbing factors in the vaude- 
ville mart at this time. Our frank, un- 
biased opinion is that Publix will always 
be a huge, lumbering pachyderm—too 
weak to carry its own weight—until it 
looks in vaudeville’s direction and reads 
the clearly written handwriting on the 
wall. 


HERE should be a Lincoln in vaude- 
ville to issue another Emancipation 
Proclamation in behalf of the colored 

performer. There has been too much of 
this business of threatening to ban all 
colored artists from the stages of major 
circuits because an isolated few have 
been the source of trouble and incon- 
venience. Threats are made and received 
with deference because the colored per- 
former does not possess the racial pres- 
tige to prevent the slightest suggestion 
of a ban. It intrigues our imagination 
to wonder what would happen if one or 
several circuits issued statements about 
the possible ban of Irish performers, or, 
let us say, Jewish performers because of 
the indiscretions of a select few of these 
nationalities. And wouldn’t a threatened 
ban of Scotchmen sound equally pre- 
posterous? 

There are bad and good boys and girls 
among colored performers as there are in 
other races and nationalities. If a booker 
experiences difficulties with a certain 
artist it is up to the booker to make an 
attempt to gain relief thru his legal de- 
partment. Some of the sweetest char- 
acters on the American stage have been 
and still are members of the black race. 
Each time that something is written 
about threatened bans it is a reflec- 
tion, not only against those colored per- 
formers who typify the highest tyne of 
stagedom, but against the common sense 
of bookers as well. The Billboard pledges 
to do its share in avoiding a recurrence 
of what is taking on the semblance of 
Negro-baiting by refusing to print stories 
on this topic of a general character. In 
the future if any of the circuits experi- 
ence trouble with the bad boys among 
the colored artists, names will be used 
and the onus will be heaped on those 
who deserve it; not on others who have 
thus far been forced to suffer materially 
for the waywardness of others related to 
them only thru blackness that many 
seem to forget, like beauty, is only skin 
deep,

NEW YORK, July 13.—Loew is not giv- 
ing much thought at present to its 
“flesh” activities from the standpoint of 
either building up or lessening its 914 
weeks of vaude and 12 of de luxe time. 

Execs who dictate the policies of 
houses do not expect to get around to 
this until some time in August. Now 
they are busy lining up films and be- 
lieve: they will go into huddles with 
stage unions about the latter part of 
July. 

It has been stated, however, that if 
necessary Loew might make sudden 
policy changes. That is, if business falls 
off at a straight picture house, “flesh” 
might be added to help bolster business. 


This would work the same way for a 
“flesh” stand, with stage shows shelved 


to cut the overhead of a house in the 
red. 
No plans have been made as yet as to 
using Panchon & Marco Ideas in out- 
of-town houses. Three Loew houses 
Played Ideas this past season, with only 
one, New Orleans, surviving. The 
others, Memphis and Houston, dropped 
recently. It is understood that the cir- 
cuit is considering not using any “flesh” 
at all next season in Memphis and 
Houston. Both houses had a tough go of 
it this past season.

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RKO Vaude Policies for Next 
Season Being Set This Week 


Plunkett and Freeman will discuss matter before giving 
Brown final lineup—outlook is phenomenally bright— 
divisional managers meet end of this month 


NEW YORK, July 13.—One of the final steps in formulating 
RKO’s vaude policies for next season will be taken in several days 
when Joseph K. Plunkett, vice-president and general manager, and 
Charles J. Freeman, booking manager, get together to discuss the 
“flesh” situation. They have had several talks on the matter since 


Plunkett’s return from abroad 
about a month ago, but the con- 
fab slated for this week is re- 
garded in inside circles as the 
most important of all and leading 
directly to the vresentation of next sea- 
son’s lineup to President Hiram S. Brown 
for final approval. 

Plunkett admitted several days ago 
that the final talks on “flesh” will soon 
take place, but aside from this pleaded 
that he was not in a position to reveal 
definite details. He went so far as to 
amplify his remarks on previous oc- 
casions, however, that the prospects in 
RKO for vaude next season are phe- 
nomenally bright. 

The entire “flesh” situation will not 
be ironed out even after Brown takes up 
the matter next week. Time alone will 
determine what course will be followed 
in regard to certain houses now in 
straight pictures and tentatively slated 
for a vaudefilm return, and other houses 
still using “flesh” but likely to return 
to a film grind. Business in the next sev- 
eral weeks in certain spots will exert 
an important effect on RKO’s “flesh” 
lineup at the season’s opening. Free- 
man is hot on the trail as he has been 
for months of the theater operating de- 
partment for more break-in and “de- 
veloping” houses. It is beginning to look 
now that he will not find as much op- 
position to his demands as had been 
anticipated. Certain of RKO’s officials 
who are definitely stamped as being pic- 
ture-minded are following the trend of 
their colleagues on the picture side of 
the fence in acknowledging that next 
season will be the best fur “flesh” since 
talkies made their invasion of the thea- 
ter industry. 

From latest accounts RKO’s theater- 
operating department had not yet set a 
precise date and place for its divisional 
managers’ convention. This much has 
been ascertained: That the meet will be 
held the end of this month at the most 
“economical” location available. There is 
a@ possibility that Plunkett’s final de- 
cision will favor Atlantic City, altho it is 
also thought possible that Chicago will 
again be host to RKO divisional bosses. 

There is no real hurry to hold a 
divisional managers’ convention bécause 
the divisional men have already been 
queried on policies by mail, and all that 
is left to do from the policy angle is to 
lay the matter before them before the 
actual opening of the season. 


Welt Offers Jim Londos; 
Asking Price $5,000 Per

Harris May Get 
Contract From RKO 


NEW YORK, July 11.—From all indica- 
tions Bud Harris will be reinstated by 
RKO and be given a new blanket con- 
tract. His three-year binder was revoked 
last week. New developments~come as 2 
result of several meetings this week be- 
tween the circuit’s booking office and 
legal department with George A. God- 
frey, now an attorney and artists’ repre- 
sentative, who acted in Harris’ behalf. A 
decision will probably be handed down 
Monday. 

When the circuit canceled its Harris 
contract last week because of an alleged 
violation, involving the playing of a date 
for another circuit without the permis- 
sion of RKO, Harris turned the matter 
over to his attorney, William Lambert. 
He later went to Godfrey to intercede for 
him, and Godfrey arranged for confabs 
with circuit officials to offer terms for 
@ settlement. 

It is understood that if the settlement 
is agreed upon, Harris will be given a 
short-term contract at a smaller salary 
than he was receiving under the old 
contract. Most likely he will be blanket- 
ed for a year at a weekly salary of from 
$600 to $700. At the time of the cancel- 
lation of his previous binder, Harris had 
@ year and a half to go. His salary for 
the first two years was $700 weekly, with 
$850 for the last year. 

The fact that Godfrey acted for Harris 
as his attorney casts an amusing light 
on the controversy. It was Godfrey who 
signed Harris under the three-year con- 
tract when he was general booking man- 
ager for RKO.

MADAM OLYMPIA’S PRIZE WINNERS gave a pleasing canine flavor to the 
opening frame. The madam and her male assistants pace the expensive collec- 
tion of performing four-footers in eye-pleasing stunts backed by mountings in 
good taste. The familiar windup is the clearing of an adjustable hurdle by the 
Russian wolfhounds of the menage, with Prince Olaf, the highest jumper of the 
troupe, leaping over the obstacle at a height of about 11 feet. 

CALIGARY BROTHERS (Andre and Steven) offered a wholly satisfactory 
exhibition of comedy pantomime and slow-motion acrobatics. They found it 
tough going at the opening, but the windup proved a decisive clicker. 

VIC CLIVER came on after a comedy buildup from Lou Holtz, who fell into 
a warm ovation on his first try as Palace jester at this show. Oliver’s brand of 
comedy has long been an accepted item in the families. His first Palace booking 
finds him just as well suited to keep them amused in this allegedly hard- 
boiled stand. Oliver’s quaint gabbing, mugging and light hoke is woven into a 
substantial framework of excellent ivory-tickling and more than tolerable vio- 
linistics. Margot Crangle does a sock Russ specialty shortly after the opening 
and thereafter serves as his foil and musical assistant. Oliver’s show-stop mani- 
fested appreciation as well as a desire for more of his distinctive clowning and 
musica)ities, 

WILLIAM GAXTON and a company of four presented his old sketch, The 
Silent Partner, by Rupert Hughes. The star of A Connecticut Yankee is just as 
breezy and likable in this as in his more familiar Partners vehicle. Gaxton still 
sticks to the formula of getting laughs by portraying the paradoxical combina- 
tion of a fourflusher whom nobody can fail to like. The supporting cast includes 
two men and two women, all quite good. They clapped Gaxton to a show-stop 
and he encored with a warble from his stage hit. Holtz preceded the Gaxton 
sketch in a rehash of crossfire with his old stooge. He clicked all the way. 

LYDA ROBERTI had Holtz as her partner thru most of her routine and she 
was an expected smash with or without her producing costar of You Said It. 
Miss Roberti is one of many personality girls passed up by vaude in recent sea- 
sons and returning later to collect tribute that is gladly given. She is different 
in that her wedge for laughs is a delectable Polish dialect. With Holtz plastering 
Hebe heavy, Oliver spieling in a French-tainted English and one of Holtz’s 
assistants putting on a Piccadilly flourish, this show has plenty to choose from 
in the line of dialects. Miss Roberti bubbled over with pep, a certain degree of 
talent and much charm. She stopped the show cold and probably could have 
kept on using the singing of Sweet and Hot as an excuse for her own kind of 
clowning for hours. Harold Arlen, who wrote tunes for the Yellen-Holtz Show, 
is the piano accompanist. He filled a wait with a well-received cycle in song 
and piano of his brainchildren. Holtz and Gaxton closed the first half with 
the pansy bit seen at the Palace before and at public shows of the Friars and 
Lambs. The lid is definitely off on this stuff now and the pair, assisted by one of 
the males in Gaxton’s act, indicated by their broad treatment of lines and action 
that they were well aware of ‘this. 

NELSON B. CLIFFORD AND MARIE MARION put over their date-worn 
skit, Just Dumb, as intermission openers, after Holtz demonstrated how it is 
possible for even an exceptionally clever comedian to display poor taste. While 
vhe talking newsreel was on, Holtz’s idea of comedy embellishment was to play 
the part of a candy buicher, yelling his wares from the stage as the audience was 
straining to hear what the news personalities had to say from the can. Clifford 
énd Marion have not the sock they put over several seasons ago when this act 
was still.a novelty. Their punchlines are all too familiar by now and the easy- 
going hoke doesn’t seem to be concentrated enough to fit into a pattern of stooges 
and pants whackers. They came thru nicely, however, and Miss Marion inten- 
sified the parting hand by her quick change to straight dress. 

ADELAIDE HALL was faced with too much opposition, both in spotting and 
material content. As a next-to-closer she passed muster, but at no time threat- 
ened to start pulses beating faster. She sang and danced in her usually proficient 
style and encored with I Must Have That Man from Biackbirds. Joe Turner and 
Alex Hill make a strong double-piano support. 

LOU HOLTZ AND LYDA ROBERTI jumped in to give the show a proper 
windup. This is the spot where Holtz matched his Hebe dialect against another’s 
exposition of the King’s English. With Miss Roberti joining him, Holtz gave them 
the choicest of his little comedy tricks and sent them out smiling. 

That this show leaves a pleasant aftertaste, despite several letdowns, is a 
tribute both to its balance and the competent work of Holtz and his assisting 
clowns.

Joe Wong and Miss Fumi were recently 
with Pickard’s Syncopators. Now on 
their own, they have pieced together 
their specialties in a loose and badly 
routined act. They have plenty of talent 
and, furthermore, have the advantage of 
being a novelty, since there are very 
few, if any, mixed Oriental duos out 
of the dumb category in vaudeville. 


Wong trots out alone for the opening 
and does a Rudy Vallee imitation, fol- 


lowed by a Cliff Edwards number. 
FPurther down he warbles a special lyric, 
Turkish Towel, which is risque and un- 
funny, and follows with an impersona- 
tion of an effeminate collegiate boy, with 
accompanying warbling and stepping. 
Miss Fumi is brought on as Miss Japan 
and offers a graceful fan waltz. Later 
she clowns with Wong. For the finish 
Fumi is out in gam-display costume and 
does a good acrobatic and contortion 
number. 


Wong has a pleasant personality and 
is nifty at light comedy. His small voice 
is good for crooning, but is a handicap 
in gagging because it fails to carry punch 
lines. Act should be reroutined, with 
the Vallee number toward the close and 
a duo instead of a solo number for the 
closing.

A good acrobatic novelty turn that 
should be okeh for either end of a bill. 
Three brothers are aptly described by 
their subbilling, The Phlegmatic Swedes. 
Come on in street clothes, peel off their 
jackets and very slowly get to work. 
After working nonchalantly thru their 
acro stunts a phone on the stage rings, 
calling them off. They put on their 
jackets and hats and stroll off. This 
idea gives a thread of continuity to the 
act, which is unusual for acro turns, but 
also slows up the act considerably. 

They feature hand-to-hand stunts and 
floor work that must take a great deal 
of strength and control. One of their 
best stunts is done by two of them. 
Clutching prop cigars in their mouths, 
they do a head-to-head stand with the 
cigar tips jammed into each other and 
the only point of contact between them. 

Boys are good performers and the 
utmost value is squeezed out of each 
stunt. They opened the bill here and 
took a couple of bows before — 


Aerial Colville 
Reviewed at the Franklin, Bronz. Style 
—Trapeze novelty. Setting—Full stage 
(special). Time—Eight minutes. 
Aerial Colville does just the type of 
act his billing implies. On looks Col- 
ville must be an oldtimer, but his act 
is not everything it should and can be.

Herk Talks on F ranchises: 
Reveals His General Layout 


No franchises yet, but these will be given to pick of the 


field—circuit lineup will 


be 35 weeks—hinted that 


Herk and Minsky are at peace again 


NEW YORK, July 11.—In what he characterized as his first 
official interview since plans were announced some weeks ago of the 
formation of a new burlesque circuit, I. H. Herk, president and gen- 
eral manager of the New Columbia outfit, took occasion yesterday to 
discourse at some length on the “unfairness” of a story in last week’s 


Billboard which labeled his re- 
revival of the franchise plan as a 
step in the wrong direction. With 
this tirade off his chest, Herk ex- 


plained for the first time im- 
portant details of the new circuit, which 
will undoubtedly be opened Labor Day. 

Herk denied emphatically the infer- 
ences made in Billboard stories that 
there are no real showmen left in his 
erganization. On the contrary, he stated, 
burlesque’s real] showmen are returning 
to his fold in droves, and the situation 
is being duplicated in the performers’ 
ranks. New Columbia’s president will 
think long and deeply before handing 
out producers’ franchises to every Tom, 
Dick and Henry, according to his own 
etatement. 

Most surprising of Herk’s remarks was 
that reports printed in various trade 
papers on reputedly reliable lineups of 
franchise-holders are entirely untrue. At 
this writing Herk has not yet issued a 
single franchise. None will be issued 
until the latter part of next week. Dur- 
ing the past week he has been receiving 
applications, and thus far about 30 have 
been filed. Until 60 applications or 
thereabouts are received Herk will not 
make any definite decisions. He is de- 
termined to pick the best from among 
the applicants, and he is certain that 
when his lineup is made known officially 
it will meet with the approval of bur- 
lesque showmen generally. FPranchise- 
holders will be required to lay down $500 
on the line for the slip of paper permit- 
ting them to send out shows ever the 
wheel. The only other fee received by 
the New Columbia office for the privilege 
of producing on its wheel will be the 
weekly booking charge of $25. 

Shows will be guaranteed $1,700, ac- 
cording to Herk’s present plan. The 
percentage arrangement has not yet been 
worked out, however. This matter, it is 
conceded by Herk, is one of New Colum- 
bia’s pressing problems at this time. 
There will be definite information on 
this angle by next week. A possible 
solution, in part, of the percentage phase 
is the proposal being considered seriously 
by Herk to distribute a fund pooled of 
between $30,000 and $40,000 among the 
10 shows making the best showing on 
the wheel from all angles, i. e., both 
grosses and quality. Between now and 
the end of the month a plan will be 
worked out for determining a basis on 
which to judge the shows. Herk an- 
nounced a similar plan of rewarding 
merit several seasons ago.

Film Paper Changes 
Its Front on “Flesh” 


NEW YORK, July 11.—One of 
many indications in recent weeks 
of the about-face being made by the 
film industry and its trade journals 
in regard to “flesh” was the ap- 
pearance this past Monday of a 
four-column streamer on the first 
page of The Film Daily, headed: 
“Dual Bills Giving Way to Stage 
Shows.” 

The story topped by the streamer 
stated in part: “Vaudeville and 
stage shows will supplant the extra 
feature in double feature houses 
starting this fall, according to the 
opinion of several circuit managers 
interviewed by a Film Daily repre- 
sentative . . . hundreds of thea- 
ters that have either never played 
vaudeville or have dropped the 
playing of acts for the extra fea- 
ture will play stage units this com- 
ing season.” 

The Film Daily’s handling of the 
“flesh” revival angle is regarded in 
the trade as unusual and reflecting 
a new attitude, since it has been 
noted that this and other film pa- 
pers generally display a tendency to 
play up flopping of stage policies 
rather than to boost them by so- 
called “pipe” stories. 


Howe Spiels on 
Booking Harmony 


NEW YORK, July 13—A checkup on 
the failure of a few Fanchon & Marco 
Ideas to draw in certain spots, altho 
having done well in others, resulted in 
the discovery that the current pictures 
had not been in tune with the stage 
shows in appeal. Result is that “Doc” 
Howe, F. & M.’s general manager, has ad- 
vised house managers along the unit 


' route to select their pictures, if possible, 


to conform in draw value with the sched- 
uled Ideas. 

The Great Raymond unit is pointed 
out as the outstanding example of how 
badly a presentation (magical) with ju- 
venile appeal can flop if the film attrac- 
tion is not in accord. This Idea fell 
down plenty in those theaters which 
played pictures such as Young Sinners 
and The Lawyer’s Secret at the same 
time as the units. 


After rapping the showing of sex and 
gang films in combination with Ideas 
with kid draw value, Howe said in part: 
“If arrangements could be made far 
enough in advance to book films that 
would not drive juvenile patrons away 
from our show when we have a suitable 
attraction for the kiddies, it is my im- 
pression that grosses might be better.” 
Howe, a cagey showman, prefers the word 
“might” to “will.” 

Booking boners can work both ways, 
as was never better illustrated than a 
couple of months ago when Loew’s State 
played Skippy on the screen and Texas 
Guinan and Gang on the stage. The 
blue and cooch act killed all chances of, 
the film drawing the kids it appealed to.

As Beaches Hang Out S. R. O. 


Only 12 shows on Broadway for week of July 13—one 
is set for week after, with more closings in offing— 
lowest number since pre-war days 


NEW YORK, July 11.—As predicted a month or so ago, show 
biz here has hit a new low for the summer, a new low, in fact, for 
modern theater. Not since early pre-war days have there been so few 
pieces showing on Broadway as there’ll be during coming week. And 
week after that will probably be even lower. Three shows fold to- 


night, and the exodus brings 
city’s total down to just 12. Last 
summer, wails went up like a 
dark blue smoke screen when 13 


hangers-on carried perspiration 
trade for a week. New bottom will be 
knocked still lower next week, it’s to be 
expected, with only Heywood Broun and 
Milton Raison’s co-op revue, Shoot the 
Works, on opening list, and probably at 
least two more closings among survivors. 
Added grief in fact that Works may be 
postponed for another week, anyhow. 


Closings tonight include Rhapsody in 
Black, Lew Leslie’s colored revue which 
got 80 performances; Rachel Crothers’ 
As Husbands Go, which had been men- 
tioned as Pulitzer material, and Old Man 
Murphy, carried by presence of Arthur 
Sinclair as star. Pirates of Penzance 
also closes at Erlanger tonight, but that’s 
item in Aborn Gilbert and Sullivan rep, 
and will be followed Monday by Jolanthe. 


Those still staying around are mainly 
tried and true entries. Only weak sis- 
ters are Precedent at Bijou, dramatiza- 
tion of Mooney case, which has been 
highly praised and is just about manag- 
ing to get along, and Unerpected Hus- 
band, Richard Herndon’s candidate at 
48th Street Theater, weakest of lot with 
wholesale cast changes and whatnot to 
cut running expenses. 

Five other straight pleys, and all of 
them oldtimers: Barretts of Wimpole 
Street, Grand Hotel, The Green Pastures, 
Once in a Lifetime and Private Lives. 
Pastures, which weathered one hot spell, 
announced closing last month after sum- 
mer prices went in, but biz went up and 
now looks as tho it would last until just 
before Chi premiere on Labor Day. Life- 
time also on summer prices. Lives, with 
Madge Kennedy and Otto Kruger, in un- 
til tour starts in fall. 

The five musicals are all pretty new 
and all doing pretty well. Aborn revivals 
still continue stand-up business at two- 
buck top. Crazy Quilt, oldest of lot, 
doing nicely on six performances a week. 
Third Little Show off a bit, but still over 
20 grand. Band Wagon, sellout, despite 
continued reportg,to contrary. Follies 
still under impepus sf opening raves. 

Present line of survivors looks as thin 
as hash-house séup, and may get even 
thinner. Meanwhile, beaches are selling 
out.

He 
said this would not mean that television 
would then be anywhere near perfected 
art, but if intensive experimentation 
continued thruout period it would be 
out of present experimental stage, with 
only refinements and improvements to 
work out, and no new basic principles to 
be developed. Occasion was completion 
of arrangements for new experimental 
NBC telly lab on 85th floor of Empire 
State Building. 

Arrangements for new lab were set 
Thurs@ay between Aylesworth and Al 
Smith, president of Empire Corporation, 


with installation following granting of 
experimental license by Federal Radio 
Commission. This means, however, that 
work on new station cannot start until 
some time in fall, since Commission is 
not sitting at present, and won’t meet 
during summer. 


Station will be on 85th floor, about 
1,000 feet above street level. NBC went 
up in air because its engineers believe 
that at that height various difficulties 
so far obstructing telly broadcasts will 
be overcome. Television antennae, ac- 
cording to plans, will be strung up on 
top of Empire State mooring mast for 
zeps. As soon as station is ready 
experimental broadcasts of sight and 
sound will be sent out from it.

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T'S become the fashion of late for cer- 

tain of the gents who write drama 
reviews for the New York dailies to 
contrast the waning gray twilight of the 
legitimate stage with the blazing noon- 
day sun of the cinema. Here, these gen- 
tlemen are prone to remark, is an es- 
pecially ripe crop of legitimate garbage, 
and there, on the other hand, is at least 
a comparative master work now showing 
at the Rialto or the Rivoli or the Para- 
mount. Need more be said, they say in 
the process of saying more, concerning 
the decline of flesh and blood as an 
amusement factor. Let the old dog of 
the stage go to the palaces and temples 
of the celluloid and learn the new tricks 
of the adenoidal flickers. If possible. 

Said gents—who, unfortunately, have 
most of them to write daily columns 
whether they have anything to say or 
not—are pouring just so much bilge- 
water thru the teeth of their avid readers. 
It may be that they are forced to sit 
thru a Paid Companions or a Wooden 
Soldier one evening and allowed to chill 
their fevered brows the next afternoon 
in an air-cooled atelier of the speaking 
shadows, and it may be that such pro- 
cedure gives them a bias. But it gives 
them no excuse. 

This department, lured by the glowing 
comments, has gone out recently and 
seen a few movies for itself. Be is re- 
marked at the outset that the movies 
were gone to with a perfectly open mind. 
Long years ago this reporter acknowledged 
himself fed up with the tripe and terror 
that poured out of the studios, and since 
then he has stayed away from the shrines 
with alarming regularity. But the 
tributes of the legitimate press convinced 
him that since then movies must have 
changed. He thought he’d go and see 
for himself. 

He saw. And he’s here to report that 
the utter ineptitude of the average movie 
dialog and situation is nothing short of 
appalling. It’s true that similar inepti- 
tude crops. out on the legitimate stage. 
But when it does it is roundly panned, 
and the play that contains it, except in 
very rare instances, lingers just about a 
week on its way to Cain's storehouse. In 
the movies such stuff seems to be the 
usual thing. And not only is it con- 
doned; it’s frequently praised. 

The cinemaphiles among the drama re- 
viewers ought to hang their heads. Stale 
cliches, awful examples of East Lynne 
and Ten Nights in a Barroom dialog, oc- 
cur in pictures which, as pictures go, are 
pretty good. They occur constantly. And 
they occur with relish and a smacking 
of lips. The movie-praising drama scribes 
should be made to review movies ex- 
clusively for the rest of their natural 
lives. Which would seem to be the only 
punishment one could make to fit the 
crime. . 

For it has been the fashion for such 
reviewers to pick a movie high-spot and 
to contrast it feverishly with the tran- 
sient tripe with which legitimate, at any 
given time, is infested. It’s not a fair 
Process. The movie high-spots are 
naturally better than the gutters of 
legitimate; but they are not better, at 
least not so far as this department can 
see, than the ordinary legitimate average; 
while the movie average reaches as low 
and ofter lower than the legitimate 
fiascoes which these same reviewers pan. 

It’s not yet the movies to which a con- 
scientious and at least partially intelli- 
gent scribe can advise his readers to go 
for entertainment. By their process of 
Picking very special cases for comparison, 
these certain reviewers are sending their 
teaders—including your scribe—to the 
bilge of the entertainment world. Even 
& reporter who has sat thru the imbecili- 
ties and ineptitudes of a Paging Danger, 
of a Joy of Living, of an Ebb Tide or a 
Gasoline Gypsies gags a bit at the usual 
cinema fare. For the usual cinema fare 
is, if anything, just a bit worse than 
those unusually bad legitimate shows,

“Salvation Nell’

Edward Sheldon’s play that served as a 
starring vehicle for Mrs. Fiske nearly two 
decades ago comes to the screen as a 
feature vehicle for Helén Chandler. Miss 
Chandler fails to give the impression 
of the domineered and beaten woman 
that made the Fiske characterization one 
of the successes of its time, Miss Chand- 
ler is just a little too wistful for the 
role, to be more exact, a little too Lillian 
Gishish for the gir] who finds hard work 
as a scrubwoman in a barroom. Mrs. 
Fiske made the character as Sheldon 
wrote it, a drab one. In the manner 
it has been brought to the screen Miss 
Chander makes it anything but that, 
and the character does not seem to jibe 
with the story or the surroundings. Of 
course, there are certain elements that 
had to be changed and sequences elimi- 
nated for the consumption of movie 
audiences, but the changes have made 
it rather analogous, and as a result it 
becomes Only mediocre movie fare. 


In the first place the story is out- 
moded, even tho it may leave the im- 
pression that Kenyon Nicholson uncon- 
sciously let the Sheldon play suggest the 
idea for his Torch Song; that is the 
basic argument between religion and sex 
which was entirely eliminated from the 
Sheldon play as brought to the screen 
under the title of Laughing Sinners, this 
one still seems oldtimey. In this the 
girl almost lets body get the better of her 
religion teaching, but fights off the im- 
pious impulse before it reaches a climax. 


Leading male role is played by Ralph 
Graves, and for the first time in his 
screen career this excellent actor seems 
miscast. Graves lacks the natural hard- 
boiled attitude of the tough guy who 
lives and leefs on his woman. It is 
not Graves’ fault so much—it was his 
selection for the role. The character is 
just not his style. Jason Robards, as 
the Salvation Army major, is acceptable. 

Story tells of a waitress in a hash- 
house in a tough section who falls des- 
perately in love with a fellow who can 
only be dubbed as a mugg. He does not 
work and hangs around poolrooms, bor- 
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rowing from the girl so that he can loaf. 
He 1s selfish, egotistical and cruel. Girl 
goes for him strong, and soon the in- 
evitable happens. When she tells of her 
plight and that she is to become a 
mother, he tells her to get another job. 
Shifted from pillar to post, she finally 
finds work as a scrubwoman in a saloon 
poolroom where the mugg hangs out. A 
flashy guy tries to rush the girl, and 
the mugg becomes jealous, beating him 
into insensibility. After the man dies 
from injuries Graves goes to jail for five 
years for manslaughter. Years pass, and 
we find the girl teaching her child to 
revere his father, while the mother has 
found salvation as a worker in the Sal- 


vation Army. Graves fikishes his term’ 


and decides to go in on a bank robbery. 
He finds the girl and her son, and she 
pleads with him to give up idea of rob- 
bing the bank. He ridicules her religion, 
and when she can get him no other way 
lets him see how much she loves him. 
He believes this is only a ruse to keep 
him out of the holdup and leaves her. 
She goes to her nightly meeting on the 
street corner and is praying for souls 
just when the bank is stuck up. Graves, 
who has thought better of her advice, 
stands and listens to her and then fol- 
lows her into mission to start on a new 
life.

Another story of a lady with a past, 
who marries the man she loves and then 
has the past crop up and almost mar 
her happiness. However, even tho the 
story of Philip Klein and Courtenay 
Terrett may lack originality, it has been 
nicely constructed and is well played and 
excellently directed by Sidney Landfield. 
So on the whole it becomes quite good 
movie entertainment. At least the au- 
thors were original in putting a kind- 
hearted detective into the story—this 
one being almost too good to be true. 


Cast includes Joan Bennett, as the 
girl with the past. Miss Bennett can 
always be counted on for a good per- 
formance. Hardie Albright, as the boy, 
looks much more manly than he did in 
his first picture, Young Sinners, and 
gives a good account of himself. Doug- 
las Cosgrove is the more-than-worthy de- 
tective and gets away with the rather 
soft-soapy role only thru restraint in the 
handling. Owen Moore turns to a vil- 
lainous role in this one and is good, as 
is C. Henry Gordon in the other menac- 
ing character. 


Story tells of a young girl who becomes 
the paramour of 4 notorious crook, who 
puts on a front and moves in the best 
society. He works with a gang who run 
a phony detective agency, when its real 
business is stealing jewelry. Gang and 
the girl are caught. Men go up for five 
years and the girl for one. The in- 
spector of detectives realizes the girl is 
good at heart and aids her on her re- 
lease from prison. She gets a job in an 
interior decorating firm and meets a 
wealthy youth (Hardie Albright).

Then the in- 
spector goes to the coroner's office to 
play checkers. Soon there is a phone 
message telling him the lover has been 
killed. The inspector gets the jewels 
back to the wife just in time for her 
to wear them that evening and every- 
thing ends happily.

Throwing her ingenue types to the 
four winds, as she has done in her last 
couple of pictures, Helen Twelvetrees, 
star of this production, again grows up 
and goes strictly dramatic. Based on 
John Farrow’s play, The Registered 
Woman, which is unfamiliar to this 
reviewer, the picture turns out to be 
another affair of the World War, similar 
in style to Marlene Dietrich’s Dishonored, 

Story lacks originality and is too long 
reaching its couple of climaxes. Like 
Dietrich, Miss Twelvetrees has the role of 
a woman of the pavements who uses her 
calling to track down a spy for her be- 
loved country, Austria. Of course, after 
she has accepted the commission to 
lure the spy she falls’ desperately in 
love with a young lieutenant in her 
country’s navy. This makes her forget 
her duty concerning the spy until the 
boy admits that he is about to shirk his 
duty for love of her.

Then she turns to wooing the gentleman 
syp in question. In their apartment the 
spy gets from an intoxicated officer the 
information of how the Austrian ratding 
submarines will return to the home port. 
Her sweetheart is on one of them. The 
spy tries to leave her to give his in- 
formation to the proper authorities, but 
she holds him at bay with a pistol. In 
a scuffle for it she is severely wounded 
just as the Secret Service chiefs break 
in the door. The spy kills himself and 
the boy returns safely. Then he pre- 
pares to marry the girl, but his mother 
opposes it and tells the girl that they 
may have six months of happiness, but 
when the boy learns the real truth of 
her past life the glamour will wear off. 
The girl then shows her a letter from a 
leading surgeon, who has told her that 
owing to the location of the bullet near 
her heart she has only six months to 
live.

Miss Twelvetrees is an excellent player 
and looks beautiful thruout.

Marion Davies’ newest role offers far 
greater emotional possibilities than have 
most of her recent vehicles. Miss Davies 
has proved herself a delightful come- 
dienne, one whose innate sense of humor 
has managed to find its way to the 
screen in a most ingratiating manner. 
In this one there is only a slight oppor- 
tunitv for display of comedy. But Miss 
Davies comes thru with an excellent 
performance asa dramatic player. She 
plays with a good restraint, and is given 
excellent support by a cast that includes 
Leslie Howard, Richard Bennett, Mary 
Duncan, Irene Rich and Kent Douglas. 

Five and Ten is based on Fannie 
Hurst's story of the same name. Being 
unfamiliar with the original story, there 
is a suspicion that in the novel the cen- 
tral character was that of the father, 
played on the screen by Richard Bennett. 
But for the movies the role of the 
daughter has been made the leading fig- 
ure. However, that does not mean that 
Miss Davies’ character hogs the screen. 
In fact, all of the characters manage to 
have their moments and good ones. 

The picture as a whole is one that 
the average audience will like. It has 
pathos, struggle and romance, and the 
direction of Robert Z. Leonard is well- 
nigh perfect. 

Richard Bennett plays the role of the 
father well. He gives one of the neatest 
portrayals seen on the screen this sea- 
son. Leslie Howard plays the role of 
the lover with a sly wink and in a 
manner that is thoroly delithtful. Miss 
Duncan sneers and snubs the other girl 
delightfully—if that is possible, while 
Kent Douglas. formerly known to the 
stage as Douglas Montgomery, gives the 
best performance he has yet given to 
the screen, tho he is still inclined to 
overacting at times. 

Story, one Would suspect, would deal 
with a counter jumper in a 5 and 10.

But at the finish we are left to believe 
that the central characters finally ad- 
just themselves and find happiness.

A very interesting and entertaining 
picture drama that has a nice punch and 
is worked up to an excellent denoue- 
ment. While it is rather obvious, it still 
is so nicely played and so well directed 
that it becomes good entertainment, and, 
while it has a triangle angle, it is not 
burdened with sex. » 


Story is based on a play by William 
C. DeMille, titled The Wceman, which, if 
memory serves right, was produced on 
the New York stage about 15 years ago. 
However, for the screen the story has 
been vastly changed. 


Leading role is played by Peggy Shan- 
non, who makes her screen debut in 
this film. Role was originally slated for 
Clara Bow. Miss Shannon does not 
photograph as a Ziegfeld beauty, but she 
has the ability to handle dialog, which 
means far more in a role of this im- 
portance. She is pleasant looking, has a 
nice personality and should be quite 
popular on the screen. Richard Arlen, 
in the male lead, gives his usual capable 
characterization, while William B. David- 
eon is excellently cast as the unscrupu- 
lous politician and Arlen’s father. Ned 
Sparks, a sure-fire comedian, comes in 
for the few laughs in the film. Stuart 
Walker, who is well known in the dra- 
matic stock field, makes his first ap- 
pearance as a screen director. Walker 
has evidently studied film production, 
for he manages to get the best of both 
films and the stage in his directorial 
work. 


Story tells of a wealthy girl who falls 
desperately in love with Tom Blake 
(Richard Arlen), a wealthy youth. He 
is the son of Jim Blake, a politician, who 
has stocped to many low tricks to clear 
the filth from his own doorstep. Frank 
Kelly, the girl's father, is made the goat 
in a graft inquiry and as a result com- 
mits suicide. Before he dies he con- 
fesses to his daughter that he was 
framed by Blake. She sets out to get 
her revenge, even tho she has to give 
up the man she loves—the politician's 
son.

He is opposed in a 
political matter by Senator Stanton. To 
fight Stanton they learn of an escapade 
in his life in which a well-known wom- 
an was the other party, tho they cannot 
find the woman’s name. They know 
that he will phone her when they 
threaten an expose and they try to get 
the number he calls from the telephone 
operator. It develops that the woman 
in the case is the politician’s married 
daughter, and under a severe grilling 
the telephone girl refuses to tell what 
number the politician’s leading opposi- 
tion called. Finally goaded to distrac- 
tion she gives the number just as the 
daughter rushes into the room to con- 
fess. Politician retires from the political 
field, realizing he is whipped, and the 
girl is left free to marry his son.

Another beautiful stage show at the 
Roxy this week, divided into two parts.

Capitol, New York 


There is some excellent talent on the 
stage show at the Capitol this week, but 
the house is too large for its type, and 
as a result sure-fire laughs in vaudeville 
become only titters here, and then the 
tittering is done by those down front. 
Presentation is titled Hi, Ho, Presto, and 
was devised and staged by Arthur Knorr. 

It features Fred Keating, magician, 
who has become well known as a master 
of ceremonies. Keating acts in that 
capacity here, tho much of his chatter 
is lost in the vast auditorium.

With flat 
guarantees for each stand, tour amounts 
to guaranteed audience proposition. 

Lyceum platform, under Pond, unlike 
most lecture circuits, is highly organized 
outfit. Operated from New York, with 
country divided into districts, and repre- 
sentative in each district who does book- 
ing and rest. Most lecture circuits are 
loosely knit affairs, with each district 
under own management and attractions 
going thru some districts turned down in 
others. 

This is figured as first time that reg- 
ular legit attraction has booked plat- 
form dates, and may be far-reaching ex- 
periment. There have been dramatic 
performances before, but they have been 
of type that couldn’t book regular legit 
dates anyhow. The Unknown Warrior 
will be regular legit production. Asso- 
ciation and direction of Browne guaran- 
tee that. Will play in regular house in 
New York before going out, and will 
travel to Pacific Coast.

season with two circuits, according to 
Herk. There will be an Eastern wing 
comprising 25 weeks and a Western wing, 
Operating out of Chicago and taking in 
10 weeks. Necbody has yet been decided 
upon as the supervisor of Herk’s Chicago 
branch. Altho most of the circuit is 
already lined up, Herk stated that cer- 
tain obligations prevent him from re- 
vealing the identity of the houses at 
this time. He did admit, however, that 
he will be interested in 20 per cent of 

the houses on the wheel. 


New Columbia will include at least 
three local houses in its lineup next 
season A possible fourth is being spoken 
of in the Central, on Broadway, which 
is reported to have been signed over for 
a burly grind beginning late in August. 

Altho denials are still being made all 
around, the boys’ who claim they know 
the inside are passing the word around 
that peace has again been declared for 
the 99th time between Herk and the 
Minsky & Weinstock clique. It is now 
considered more than likely that Minsky 
& Weinstock’s Apollo and National Win- 
ter Garden will be on the New Columbia 
wheel. Asked about these angles, Herk 
refused to comment either way. 


One of the more interesting policy 
features of the new circuit is that Herk’'s 
idea, expressed some months ago, of 
combining burly shows with films is now 
cold. Very few of the New Columbia 
houses will operate under burlyfilm pol- 
icies. Herk now opposes this method of 
operating for several definite reasons, the 
principal ones being that strong film 
product is difficult to obtain and that 
the grind policies would interfere with 
the uniformity of shows. He has no 
special plan for next season as regards 
content of shows, “except to turn out 
better ones than at any time before.” 
Herk is not committed to any policy of 
cleaning up circuit shows, feeling at 
this time that they do not need clean- 
ing up and to proceed along this 
line would defeat the very purpose of 
burlesque and its hold on a certain class 
of theater patronage. Herk apparently 
doesr.’t mind if burlesque continues to 
be alluded to as the stepchild of the 
show business so long as his houses oper- 
ate legitimately and keep the nut down 
on red ink.

Some of 
the music men endowed with unusually 
large gifts of imagination picture the 
Owners of home sets paying so much 
per year for the privilege of tuning in 
on broadcast tunes controlled by the 
American Society of Composers, Authors 
and Publishers. 

This golden Utopia is expected to have 
its inception about a year hence, when 
present contracts between the society 
and the big radio stations expire. Then 
everybody who desires to use the society's 
music for profit will be taxed, including 
hotels which install radio sets in rooms. 
All an imaginative songwriter needs is 
pencil and pad to figure out how, with- 
in the next few years, the society will 
be collecting more than $%100,000,000 
yearly. Should expectations come up to 
predictions each class AA publisher will 
draw down $1,000,000 for doing nothing 
more than publishing a score of tunes 
each year and seeing to it that they get 
“plugged” on the air. Classification will 
be determined by the frequency of 
“plugs” and not by the number of 
copies a song sells. According to present 
dope, the sales of copies will be a minor 
item in a publisher’s scheme of things. 


Offhand, one might be inclined to 
label the music men’s vision of the 
future just a crazy dream. But it isn’t 
as impractical as it may appear on the 
surface. Unaer the new order of things 
the society is reported to be prepared to 
tax commercial broadcasters 10 per cent 
of the sum they spend for time and 
talent. So if a firm invests $2,000,000 
for a series of programs it would be 
taxed $200,000. At present there are 
hundreds of firms thruout the country 
spending over $1,000,000 for broadcasting. 


New schedule is slated to raise the 
fees on all theaters, with the big houses 
paying as much as $10 per seat yearly. 
Same toll demanded of hotels with a 
radio in every room would in time net 
the songmakers and publishers more 
millions of dollars. Apartment-house 
owners installing radios also will be 
asked to pay a fee. Everybody who 
utilizes the copyrighted music of the 
members of the ASCAP for direct or in- 
direct profit will be asked to pay for 
the privilege, and it's 100 to 1 that they 
will pay, as the highest courts in the 
country have upheld the society's right 
to collect fees for public performing 
rights. 


In view of all this one isn’t surprised 
to learn that we have at all times more 
than 50,000 persons trying to write songs 
in preference to enacting new and 
straightening out warped laws for the 
nation.

Writing from Butte, Neb., under date 
of July 9, McLain says: “Notice in issue 
of July 11 that my show had closed in 
Nebraska. Someone evidently misin- 
formed you. My show is still out with 
the same cast, and we are doing a nice 
business. Not on par with other years. 
but we are making the nut and business 
is increasing each week. 

“Turned ’em away last night. I carry 
no orchestra, but put on a vaudeville 
presentation each night and have a line 
of feature novelty aerial acts also. Have 
several fairs for later in the season, and 
hgve no intention of closing. I pride 
myself on keeping out in the face of all 
obstacles.” 
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HE Loranger Stock Company, showing 
in North Dakota territory, is using 
to good advantage a bit of press stuff 

written by a member of the cast, Dwight 
Merriarm. The press material is in the 
form of an editorial lauding the spoken 
drama. Pure and simple, it is tent-show 
propaganda. However, it is not propa- 
ganda overdone. The article contains 
nothing to antagonize the theater man- 
agers in the various towns, and for this 
reason the Loranger management has 
encountered little or no difficulty in 
planting it with the newspapers along 
its route. Townspeople have commented 
very favorably on the article, and it has 
won the show many new friends. 

Bob Henkel, agent of the Loranger 
Company, sends us a copy of the 
editorial, and asks us to pass it on to 
other managers who might have oc- 
casion to use it. So hefe it is. Headed 
“Why Patronize Tent . Dramatic Com- 
panies?,” it says, in part: 

“The tented dramatic company has its 
friends and enemies, its faults as well as 
its virtues, but we firmly believe its 
virtues far outweigh its faults. The 
‘fly-by-night’ show, which comes into a 
town, gets the people’s money and then 
vanishes, leaving a bitter taste in the 
memories of those who witnessed a 
shoddy, putrid performance, has prac- 
tically disappeared. The modern tented 
world is controlled by enterprising busi- 
ness men who come back to the same 
towns year after year, making friends 
and establishing homes in their terri- 
tories. These men cannot afford to give 
their audiences anything but the best 
and cleanest of shows. 

“With the advent of chain theater 
systems, the flesh-and-blood actors 
found themselves rudely shut out of 
theaters they had played for years. The 
chains believed they could make more 
money with films alone, and therefore 
could see no use in putting that money 
into the pockets of others than them- 
selves. They are now being forced to 
the realization that good-will has a great 
deal to do with the business of making 
money, and unless they give the people 
a variety of entertainment, they will 
tire of the same brand of amusement 
day in and day out and turn their atten- 
tion elsewhere. There is no doubt what- 
ever that talkies of today are thoroly 
entertaining and worthwhile, but they 
cannot bring the same genuinely human 
thrill to the watcher as can a well-pro- 
duced and acted flesh-and-blood drama 
or musical comedy. 

“So, in the absence of these theater 
stock companies, the dramatic tent show 
is bringing a vast amount of pleasure to 
lovers of the spoken drama. The fight 
some theater managers put up against 
them with the cry ‘They take money out 
of town.’ has been proved groundless. 
Hotels, cafes, garages, filling stations, 
stores, laundries, electric companies, the 
city itself, all get their share of the 
wages paid the actors; and all the man- 
ager asks is that he leave with a reason- 
able profit. Not only do the showfolks 
themselves spend their wages in town, 
but the show brings many visitors from 
farms and neighboring communities, a 
percentage of whom would come rarely 
for any other reason, and who do a little 
shopping as long as we’re in town any- 
way. 

“The tent-show actor of the present 
day is also a vastly improved individual, 
not only in talent and acting ability, but 
also in morals and education. The tent 
chow of today is the equal of the city 
stock companies. It deserves, and is re- 
ceiving, the support of all lovers of the 
Grama, and from the millions who are 
seeking clean, wholesome amusement.”

HAT a first-class tabloid organiza- 
tion can do for a theater is clearly 
demonstrated in the case of the 

Capitol Theater, Atlanta. Abe Marcus’

in. With “flesh” on the stage, business 
grew in leaps and bounds.

The Marcus 
show moved to a new stand, and with 
straight talkies alone, the Capito]’s 
grosses hit the bottom. Efforts now are 
being made to bring the attraction back. 
Apparently the Capitol management has 
come to realize the value of a first-rate 
stage show. 


HE tabloid industry is unusually 

dormant for this time of the year. 

It is at this season of the year that 
Wwe are usually flooded with squawks as 
to what was the matter with tabloid 
during the season just ended, and sug- 
gestions as how to better the industry 
in the future.

Apparently the folks 
have crawled into their holes for the 
summer, to forget their tabloid troubles 
until fall. That, or else they have lost 
all interest in the game.

We gave him the lowdown 
on the tab. situation, as far as our 
knowledge of the thing extends, and sent 
him away a bit less het up over the 
thing as when he first entered the office. 


However, we did not strike the pes- 
simistic angle altogether. We left him 
with the impression that a good tabloid, 
heaped with talent, properly piloted and 
Javishly exploited could still make money. 
That has always been our belief. Past 
season was unusually tough, but several 
of the boys pulled thru with good shows, 
and managed to come out slightly on 
the profit side of the big books. It is 
our opinion that the coming season is 
destined to be considerably better than 
the last one, and if such proves the 
case, chances for a first-class attraction 
to make good should be even greater.

French Actors Protest 


A strong protest against the tactics 
of American sound film studios, where 
pictures made in English are later syn- 
chronized for foreign countries by vocal 
doubles, has been addressed to Equity 
by the Union des Artistes of France. 

On the ground that it not only hurts 
the French picture industry, but lowers 
the artistic standing of the American 
actor who nas another speak for him, 
the Union des Artistes wanted to know 
if there wasn’t some clause in the 
American actors’ contracts which would 
forbid the practice. 

The French union already has forbid- 
den its members to take part in such 
post-synchronization on pain of for- 
feiture of all acquired rights and benefits 
in the union and is seeking co-operation 
from actors’ organizations in America 
and elsewhere to induce them to take 
similar action. 

Equity’s president, replying to the plea, 
pointed out that Equity was not in a 
position to forbid its members to take 
part in such productions, and indicated 
that, unfortunately, the primary pur- 
pose of existing screen contracts is the 
protection of the producers in every 
contingency.

Charles Miller, Equity’s Los Angeles 
representative, has written of Equity’s 
participation in the funeral of Mrs. Wil- 
liam H. Crane. Miller was himself one 
of the -pallbearers, among whom were 
also Edmund Breese, George Marion, 
Michell Lewis and Jed Prouty. 

The beautiful and impressive ritual of 
The Troupers, of which organization the 
late William H. Crane was an Officer, 
was used. The church was crowded and 
great quantities of flowers had been sent. 

Mrs. Crane, never an actress herself, 
was a source of help and inspiration to 
her husband during a long and devoted 
Marriage. And in that capacity she 
became known to and was loved by 
Several generations of actors.

At the executive committee meeting 
held July 1 Warren Pittinger, also known 
as Buddy Warren, was indefinitely sus- 
pended from the Chorus Equity for leav- 
ing The Student Prince Company with- 
out notice. During the period of his 
suspension no member of the Chorus 
Equity or of the Actors’ Equity may 
work with him. 

The disciplining of members is the 
most unpleasant duty that the Chorus 
Equity executive committee has to per- 
form. But the association cannot com- 
pel managers to observe its contract 
unless it also compels its members to 
do so. If our members were permitted 
to leave companies without notice then 
Managers could dismiss our members 
without notice. Further, no member has 
a right to do anything which may 
jeopardize the employment of his fellow 
members. It is quite possible, if several 


chorus people were to jump a show at 
the same, that it would be impossible to 
give a performance. 

Members who were fortunate enough 
to have engagements this season should 
have been anxious to keep them. In 
this time of unemployment we have no 
room for members who do not realize 
that the theater is a serious profession— 
not a game. 

On many occasions in this report we 
have mentioned anonymous letters. Last 
week we received such a letter, signed 
with a fictitious mame, in which the 
writer mentioned conditions in his or 
her company which should be remedied. 
However, the letter did not contain suf- 
ficient facts on which to proceed. Since 
it is impossible to get in touch with 
this member, our work is considerably 
hampered. 

We cannot understand the lack of 
trust in his organization which is dis- 
played by an anonymous letter writer. 
The organization belongs to its mem- 
bers, it is here to protect its members— 
and does so. In all the years of its 
existence no Member can point to one 
single instance in which his confidence 
has been betrayed. When members 
complain of bad eonditions in their com- 
panies the officials of the organization 
never uses that member’s name in cor- 
recting such conditions. Few persons 
making complaints give sufficient de- 
tails—it is only when we know who the 
member is and can question the member 
that we can rectify the condition of 
which he talks. 

Work with your organization and 
trust your organization. We cannot. 
help you on vague complaints. 

If the writer of the anonymous letter 
mentioned will call at the office or give 
his name we will be only too glad to 
render assistance—and to assure him 
that he will remain anonymous so far 
as the management is concerned.

Dennis King 

Reviewed at the Palace. Style—Sing- 
ing. Setting—in one. Time— Twelve 
minutes. 

This is the vaude debut of one of 
the most versatile actors of the legiti- 
mate stage. But he comes to vaude for 
a fling solely on his merits as a baritone 
and under a plug as the bearer of the 
starring role in stage and screen versions 
of The Vagabond King. Before he made 
his mark in musicals Dennis King was 
already ensconced as an accomplished 
Shakespearean actor. His most recent 
legit appearance was in the title role 
of Peter Ibbetson. 

At a reported salary of $4,500 for this 
date, King might have been considerably 
overrated, but this does not take away 
his salfbility as a vaude “name.” The 
Palace had one of its worst weeks over 
a long period during his engagement, 
but the weather contributed its share 
toward the slump. King was a late 
booking and his routine reflected the 
lack of preparation. His voice broke on 
several occasions and he swerved from 
song at one point to tell a Scotch yarn. 
He would have fared better if not 
deviating from the vocalistics. 

King’s entrance at this show was one 
of the most unusual we have caught in 
seasons. Greater nonchalance is incon- 
ceivable and it didnot seem to affect 
his warm ovation. He explained the 
hurried booking and launched his song 
cycle with Nichivo, a Russian fragment. 
A standard ballad followed and then 
Rio Grande, chosen by King, according 
to his announcement, because it is 200 
years old. A spirited, difficult number, 
Sleigh Song, brought him to thé bows 
and a show-stop. He encored for an- 
other show-stop with the hit song of 
The Vagabond King. Spotted fifth here.

Arms, Hands, Elbows! 


If there ever was a season when fash- 
ion demanded that elbows be good to 
look upon it is right now. No feminine 
arms are completely covered these days, 
at least not those with any pretense of 
chic. It is either entire sleevelessness, 
capelets or sleevelets or the/smart little 
fur-bordered elbow-length sleeves. And 
how those little fur-bordered cuffs call 
attention to the elbows either in shriek- 
ing ugliness or soft-toned beauty. 


Now elbows to be soft and white need. 


a reasonable amount of care. Those that 
have been harshly treated and leaned on 
hard surfaces till they are all “raw- 
beefy” and crinkled-looking need special 
care. But all elbows respond quickly to 
some care. Happily, women are taking 
their elbows more seriously than in the 
past, the old-fashioned idea being that 
as long as the owner couldn’t see ’em— 
why worry.

whom would probably be engaged out 


of town each time a meeting is called. 
As a meeting it was highly feverish in 
tone, with those present much more 


enthusiastic about its purpose than it 
was previously believed they would be. 
Few appeared to realize, however, that 
at least one of the directors was rail- 
roaded into office by the nominating 
committee. This was Ernie Stanton, who 
was nominated for practically all of the 
vice-presidencies and defeated for each, 
and finally was brought up to be the 
fourth of the additional directors and 
elected by a crowd already weary of hear- 
ing his name. Ben Lipset, of the 
nominating committee, conducted the 
election from the rostrum. 


The selection of John Liddy as treas- 
urer by the nominating committee came 
somewhat as a surprise to the outsiders 
present, but not so much of a surprise 
as the cheers that greeted his name and 
his unanimous election. Liddy has been 
assistant treasurer of the NVA for years 
on salary and his election now gives the 
club two salaried officers. Previously it 
was just Chesterfield who drew pay for 
being an officer, with Chesterfield secre- 
tary of the club since it was organized 
in 1916. 


The election of officers was started 
from the tail end on the nominating 
committee’s plea that a number of 
“names” expected to run for the vice- 
presidencies had not arrived yet. Chester- 
field was elected first by wild acclaim 
and mide a flowery speech. And then 
Liddy was brought up and received an 
equal reception. He did not comply with 
the requests for a speech. 


Following Liddy’s election, Chester- 
field read a letter from Phil Baker turn- 
ing down his possible nomination as 
president, but consenting to accept a 
post as director. Healy’s nomination fol. 
lowed and he was elected unanimously. 
In a short speech Healy thanked the 
members present and confessed that as 
yet he knew very little about NVA af- 
fairs. He then took the gavel from Kelly. 


The first vice-presidency was a contest 
between Charles T. O’Donnell (O’Donnell 
and Nash) and Solly Ward, both mem- 
bers of the old board. O’Donnell won 
on the only written ballot of the elec- 
tion. Thereafter the votes were taken 
and counted by the members rising for 
the candidates of their choice. 


Roy Gordon, Solly Ward, Herb Wil- 
liams and Ernie Stanton were in a four- 
cornered contest for the second vice- 
presidency and Herb Williams won. In 
his short speech Williams tried to pass 
the office off to Ward, stating that he 
would take the third vice-presidency. 
This he was not permitted to do and 
the suggestion stood as one of the two 
real laughs of the night. The other 
came when Baker was elected as the 
fourth vice-president and said: “This is 
the first time I’ve ever had to stooge for 
Healy.” 

Solly Ward defeated Jack Pearl and 
Ernie Stanton for the third vice-presi- 
dency, with the vote between Ward and 
Pearl being rather close. It was obvious 
both times that Ward’s name was 
brought up for office that a large num- 
ber of the members present did not feel 
so cordial toward him. 


Walter C. Kelly’s acceptance of the 
post as one pf the additional directors 
came as another surprise of the night. 
It was known he would turn down any 
officership proffered with the claim that 
he expected to be out of town too much 
in the future to do the club justice. He 
was elected unanimously. Trixie Priganza 
accepted the nomination as an additional 
director by telegram and was also elected 
unanimously. Tom Smith and Ernie 
Stanton were elected by popular vote 
over six others for the two remaining 
directorships. Jack Pearl was one of the 
three whom Smith defeated. 


Previous to the election of officers, 
Chesterfield read a financial statement 
of the club to date. This gave the club 
a balance of $9,716 from the $25,000 
that was in the Bank of America and 
which was practically seized by Chester- 
field and Kelly after the NVA Benefit 
FPund directors ordered the clubhouse 
closed June 1. The difference entails ex- 
penditures during the month of June, 
which included rent, lights, salaries, etc., 
besides the charity relief and weekly 
doles. 


New Sullivan Venture 
Covers All Branches 


NEW YORK, July 11.—Believing that 
the time is opportune for a big revival 
of “flesh” this fall, a group of vaude 
bookers and agents headed by Joe Sul- 
livan, former RKO producer, have 
formed the Standard Booking Exchange 
and are lining up a string of indie 
houses in the East and Midwest. Twelve 
showmen are already in on the venture 
and others are being signed up, aCe 
cording to Sullivan. 


Joe Sullivan is the general manager. 
Billy Diamond, who recently exited from 
the Chicago branch of the William More 
ris office, is the booking manager, and 
Col. Charles E. Bray, former general 
manager of the Orpheum Circuit, is the 
office manager. Louls E. Walters, who 
ran a Boston agency, will handle clubs 
and cabarets, and Stanley Willis will be 
in charge of bands. Dick Henry, former 
indie and foreign agent, will head the 
Furopean booking department. Joseph 
Togan will help on foreign bookings, and 
George Poli, former booker for the Poli 
Circuit, will book houses here. Emory 
Ettelson, formerly with the WVMA, and 
Shep Waldman are now scouting the in- 
cie field for “flesh” possibilities. James 
J. Buckley and Jack Sturm are also in 
the office. 

Offices in the Lefcourt-Alan Building 
will be opened August 1. A branch office 
in the Little Building, Boston, has al- 
ready been established. 

The new booking office is canvassing 
the independents, and offering them a 
flexible “flesh” program to fit the houses’ 
need. Office will sell all types of “flesh” 
shows except burlesque. The office ex- 
pects to have a strong hold in the Chi- 
cago territory in particular, because of 
Diamond and Bray’s connections there.

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Burlesque Outlook Not Hopeless; 
Needs Real Talent for Comeback 
EFORE I. H. Herk plunged himself 
into the task of lining up a new bur- 
lesque circuit for next season he had 
the rare opportunity of lifting this field out 
of the stepchild category. Until the season 
actually begins it will not be known, save 
thru hearsay, whether he is making any real 
attempts to accomplish this. To our mind 
there hasn’t in years been a more favorable 
time to put burlesque back on its fee. than 
now. Showmen who walk thru life with up- 
turned noses would have us believe that 
burlesque is dead; that rigor mortis has set 
in and no power on earth can bring it back 
to life again. But they are as wrong as the 
film protagonists and dumb newspaper 
“colyumnists” who.insist that vaudeville is 
dying a slow death. Herk, Billy Minsky 


. and several others whose fortunes are-tied 


up in the burlesque field have it within them 
to bring real burlesque back on the map. 
They are not getting anywhere, neither will 
they at any time, by acting like a crew of 
spoiled kids, 

Herk needs Minsky and the converse is 
also true. A select group of theater opera- 
tors with a burlesque yen need the com- 
bined skill, experience of these men and the 
outfits they represent to do their little share 
in lifting burlesque out of the gutter. Herk 
is all fired up about being the ezar of bur- 
lesque, and Minsky is convinced that 
Minsky is entitled to sit on the throne. To 
each the other is a usurper, but meanwhile 
Herk is ruling the destinies of a circuit that 
represents Mutual wearing a new cloak, but 
the self-same Mutual that recently passed 
thru one of the most disastrous seasons in 
burlesque history. 

There is an appreciable public that 
stands ready at all times to support bur- 
lesque. The 1931 brand of burlesque brings 
sex before the footlights with little or no 
subtlety. Its humor is broad and consistent 
with present trends in other amusement 
fields of more respectable lineage. So long 


as we have cities and towns wherein are 
middle and low-class districts separated by 
a river, hill or railroad tracks there will be 
potential patronage for burlesque that is 
substantial enougk to trim the strips and 
double entendre with something akin, dis- 
tant tho the relation may be, to beauty, color 
and youth. 


Burlesque needs real talent, both in pro-~ 


ducing and performing. It needs a sub- 
stantial organization strong enough to sup- 
ply these without stinting. If Herk’s outfit 
can do this it should be on the eve of a 
phenomenally successful season. The great 
American public wants “flesh” and wants it 
with a vengeance. But it must be served in 
accordance with present-day standards. The 
show business is waiting for Izzy Herk’s 
next step. 


Circus Business Is About 
The Average of Last Season 


HE 1931 circus season is now nearing 

the halfway mark, and on the whole 

business has been about the same as it 
was up to this time last year, when the de- 
pression, and drought in some sections of the 
country, made inroads into the receipts. 
Except probably in rare instances, the de- 
pression continues in effect, and, of course, 
is still being felt by the white-top aggrega- 
tions. And along with the hard times in 
some sections there has been a siege of ex- 
iremely hot weather, which has kept some 
people away from the lots. Matinee attend- 
ance for most if not all shows has been 
way oif. 

Here and there a circus has had an ex- 
ceptionally big day, but these have been 
none too plentiful. Recently in Auburn, 
N. Y., both Robbins Bros.’ Railroad Circus 
and Downie Bros.’ Motorized Circus, play- 
ing there on successive days, had good 
matinee houses and capacity night business. 
This was in a city of 40,000 population. The 
opposition was clean and no extra money 
was spent in fighting one another. And in 
Schenectady, N. Y., Robbins Bros. hung up 
probably a record by giving two afternoon 
and two evening performances in one day, 
two of the performances unannounced. 
Both outfits have had a pretty fair season 
so far. 

The Ringling-Barnum Circus has had 
some nice business, especially in the East. 
Some of its stands, however, were not up 
to standard, but the show’s recent engage- 
ment in Newark, N. J., was very good. Al 
G. Barnes’ receipts have averaged about the 
same as last season. In the larger cities 
business has been better than last season, 
but in the smaller ones attendance dropped 
off somewhat. Sells-Floto had very satis- 
factory business in the East, but during the 
July 4 period experienced its poorest week 
of the season in Eastern Ohio. It is under- 
stood that Sparks Circus has been having 
satisfactory attendance, and that Hagen- 
beck-Wallace has been showing an increase 
on favorable weather days over correspond- 
ing periods of 1930. 

Business with the 101 Ranch Wild West 
Show has been spotty. In Ohio recently 
patronage was below that of former seasons. 
Schell Bros.’ Motorized Circus in the West 
recently reported that it was satisfied with 
business in the State of Washington. 

Earlier in the season the Walter L. Main 
Motorized Circus did real well, but just how 
the show has been doing of late has not been 
learned. Wheeler & Sautelle reported a 
few gc od stands several weeks ago. 

Shows this season are operating on a 
more economic basis than ever before, hold- 
ing down the “nut” in conformity with the 


times. One manager fecently stated that 
he intends to keep his show out until the 
regular season’s end, even if he has to cut 
it to 10 cars. And it is likely that other or- 
ganizations will do the same if so com- 
pelled, just to keep going. Still there may 
be others, if general business conditions do 
not show improvement, that will pull up 
stakes early, feeling that the odds against 
them are too great. 


Movie Moguls Beginning To Realize 
Their Mistakes; Swinging to “‘Flesh”’ 

S REMARKED in previous issues, the 

talking-picture industry is staggering 

a bit, as it tenderly clasps its midriff 
and shouts “Depression!” at the referee. 
Even if the depression were something of a 
foul, it’s not only the depression blow that 
has the talkies staggering. The stagger 
comes from the industry’s own lack of fore- 
sight. This displayed itself mainly in an 
unconscious but almost morbidly suicidal 
whetting of the public appetite ior “flesh.” 
The imperialistic policy of the big picture 
and platitude men saw only one side of the 
question, their establishment as leader and 
dictator of the amusement world. The other 
side, the side of public reaction to the Czar- 
istic policy, remained unnoticed. 

For one thing, there was the wildly ac- 
claimed introduction of the taikies. It had 
to come, it is to be supposed: but that it 
had to is a pity from the viewpoint of the 
picture people. Before talkies the movies 
were just about developing into a separate, 
distinct and self-reliant art. Pictures like 
“The Last Laugh” were being made, pic- 
tures that made full use of the possibilities 
of the camera, pictures that had to rely on 
practically none of the material that the 
movies borrowed from legitimate. It may 
be true that the movies were going down, 
but at least they were not going down at a 
more sedate pace than at present. And they 
weren’t throwing themselves into the hands 
of their worst enemy. 

When the talkies came, all of the movies’ 
hard-won individuality went by the boards. 
Talkies drew them many steps cioser to the 
stage in everv possible way, making them, 
really, just echoes of legitimate drama. As 
far as independence went, talkies put them 
back a good decade or two. And, worse 
still, talkies were close enough to the stage 
to remind their audiences, after the first 
novelty had worn off, that said audiences 
hadu't seen legitimate in a long while. Silent 
pictures kept the customers at least partially 
satisfied in a different medium. Talkies, in 
the long run, made them realize that flesh- 
and-blood actors could do the same things 
a great deal better. 

And another power-blind move was the 
monopolizing of theaters for the cinema. 
By depriving audiences of the stage, the 
moguls merely made them want it all the 
more. With a little legitimate thrown as a 
sop to the die-hards, the movies could have 
fought the growing flesh-consciousness of 
the country a great deal better than they’ve 
been able to. 

The moguls aré just-about beginning to 
realize this. Recently Fox West Coast 
opened a nine-week route for legitimate thru 
one-night stands, and is trying to book 
legitimate attractions into it with fair fre- 
quency. But it should have happened a 
great deal sooner. The movies, have given 
the countryside time to get at least par- 
tially organized in its appeal for the return 
of “flesh,” and that fact isn’t going to do the 
movies any good. The more concessions 
they make right now, the more they'll bene- 
fit from them later. 
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Vaude on the Pacific Coast 
Editor The Billboard: 


Conditions in vaudeville are in a bad 
shape—badly twisted just like a pretzel. 
Agents are the cause of it. They do not 
care what they book, just as long as they 
can get most of what the acts are get- 
ting, which is very small. ere are 
places where acts receive only $1, and 
they do two to three shows for the dol- 
lar. At one place in Long Beach a team 
receives $10 for three days and it does 
four shows on Saturday and Sunday. 
Aaother theater in Los Angeles puts on 
four extra acts on Mondays and they 
do not get even baggage hauling mcney. 
All they get is a promise. If they make 
good they will get Eastern bookings. 
The poor saps fall for,the bunk. They 
never run short of acts. They turn them 
away. The list is booked weeks ahead. 
At another place in Los Angeles they 
put on 12 acts on certain nights. Some 
of them get $1 and others nothing. 
There seem to be hundreds seeking to 
get into vaudeville and for no reason 
during this depressicn in show business. 
Another agent gets a certain figure for 
a three-act bill. This agent gets the acts 
at their own price, which is little. If 
the act does get paid it has to give up 
10 per cent of its salary. If an act is 
booked and a cheap act comes along 
they will pull out the act that is get- 
ting a few dollars and put in the cheap 
act. Agents have taken advantage of 
conditions instead of holding them up. 
Many an act is guessing where its next 
meal is coming from. A promise is not 
good over night. This is the sad condi- 
tion out in the Golden West. Agents’ 
offices are packed with acts or people 
trying to get into vaudeville. The line 
of bull the agents hand out to them 
must be hot, as the poor saps fal) for 
it. Acts out on the Coast do not carry 
baggage. They walk into the theaters 
with their wardrobe on their arms. An 
act with baggage is out of luck unless 
it has a car or a truck. The grade 
of shows they book is awful and they 
wonder what is wrong with vaudeville 
and if it will come back. If the act has 
scenery it cannot be hung for certain 
reasons. Then they wonder why the acts 
don’t stand out. All the acts work in. 
the same scene and most of them are 
alike. It might be a five-act bill and 
every one of the five acts will be doing 
dancing or acrobatics and contortion, 


put on by some dancing school. Such 
is the condition in California. Los 
Angeles is flooded with amateurs. The 


professionals stand no chance. The agent 
grabs the amateurs. He knows they will 
fal] for his bunk. The managers adver- 
tise in this manner: Big feature picture 
in big type, and vaudeville below in 
very small type. It looks like they are 
doing everything to kill vaudeville in- 
stead of bringing it back.

Harold Johnson ds, I do not 
know. Surely he is not related to me, 
but he has certainly spoken the truth 
in reference to West Coast vaudeville. 

As an old and experienced performer I 
have analyzed this vaudeville situation 
from every angle and have solved part 
of it at least. Vaudeville on the Coast 
is in great demand. The managers know 
it, and in order to get the public dis- 
custed with it, some of them will book 
the poorest kind of acts. Should an act 
click the first performance, it appears 
to me that after the first performance 
it is cut. I have personally seen some 
of the worst things which they call 
“acts” in Los Angeles that I have seen 
in my 56-year professional career; rank 
amateurs with good-looking wardrcbe, 
but can do nothing, working from $1 
up per show. 

Abcut the only reason I can see that 
Some of the managers do not want old 
timers is that a large percentage of 
oldtimers actually know more than the 
managers, consequently it is difficult to 
hand them mud, but to some of the 
hams out here they can hand anything.

They land from the boat, take 
a trip up to Carnegie Hall to deliver 
their lecture and earn their fee and they 
embark again and think they know the 
United States. The little theater move- 
ment of England I know nothing about,, 
but I do know as much about the mak- 
ing of actors for the New York stage as 
Mr. Ervine, and they don’t all come from 
little theaters.

Carnival Ills 
Editor The Billboard: 


What's wrong with carnivals? Now 
is the time when members of these 
shows sing the blues. I have been on 
mary carnivals and can tell from ex- 
perience the reasons: 

1—Advance agents giving the show 
away; that is, papering the town with 
passes. Excuse ‘is it takes passes for 
payment of advertising in store windows. 
This is the bunk. Merchants generally 
give the passes to their customers. 


Merchants want carnivals to come to 
their town. It means more business. So . 
why should a carnival! give them passes? 

2—Local organizations that book @ 
carnival to play under their auspices 
send every night a bunch of members 
to act as ticket takers on rides and 
shows. Ticket takers as a rule are a 
menace, not only to their lodge but to 
the carnivals. Some of these ticket 
takers not only pass in their families 
and friends but steal tickets, which they 
Pass Out to their friends. Carnival peo- 
ple cannot pay their bills with passes or 
by having people enjoying the pleasures 
of the carnivals without paying. 

3—Some carnival managers allow ride 
employees, concessioners and other help 
to flirt with girls and fellows on the 
midway. There are hundreds of people 
in every neighborhood who are opposed 
to carnivals, and their chief delight is 
© see carnival people act indecent. Any 
real manager will not allow drunkeness, 
profanity or other indecent conduct up- 
on the grounds. It is time that all car- 
nivals get together and devise ways and 
means of promoting good feeling be- 
tween public and carnivals, One in- 
decent act of a carnival member means 
hundreds of dollars loss to the other 
members who think seriously of the pro- 
fession. Chasing girls and men spells 
disaster for the future. 

4—Most carnivals start their season 
too early. All should start their regular 
season Decoration Day. This would 
give ample time to organize for the fair 
Season. As it is, many people become 
fed up on carnivals long before the 
fair season opens, and then hopes of a 
big fair are shattered. People fed up on 
carnivals will not patronize these at- 
tractions at the fair. Many people who 
join carnivals in February and March 
become broke and discouraged, and with 
some shows the equipment becomes 
shabby and the patrons of fairs notice 
this. 

Let’s make the carnival a real at- 
traction to be craved by the public.

Square Garden, spring 1882 (instan- 
taneous hit and was put in the program 
immediately); that Charlie Davis was 
featured several seasons with the Fore-

Why not ask M. L. Clark Jr. to relate 
just facts about Tusko fighting bulls 
(bovine) in the bull ring at Juarez, 
Mex.? The high spots are: The first bull 
that tackled Tusko was put out of com- 
mission when Tusko kicked him. Then 
to even up matters three bulls were 
turned in the ring and teased by mata- 
dors with red flags to charge Tusko. The 
elephant became enraged when slightly 
pricked by a bull’s horns, so much so 
that he deliberately threw three bulls 
from the inclosed arena and then made 
a ——— cleanup by tossing several 
matadors and attendants far up in the 
bleachers and then seized a matacor’s 
cloak with his trunk, waved it arcund 
and threw it up on his head, all to the 
delight of the Americans in the audience 
and the great disappointment and dis- 
gust of the Mexicans, as they actually 
expected the bulls to kill the elephant, 

Then the elephant was attached for 
$500 because he did not kill the bulls.

Capacity crowd sees first 
performance July 5 — 7 
Trojans, tumblers, feature 


CONEY ISLAND, N. Y., July 
11.—Luna Park’s new circus was 
uncorked Sunday before an arena- 
packed audience, which viewed 
eight acts, headed by Will Hill’s 
performing animals, featuring a 
duo of baby elephants, and the 
Seven Trojans, Arab tumblers, 
who closed the 15-cent show to a 
pandemonium of applause. 

Hill handles trained dogs and ponies, 
working the latter first in groupings and 
formations, dances and hurdles. Canines 
dance, gambol, jump ropes, roll barrels 
and jockey saddled ponies. A clever turn 
has one dog replacing another on a pony 
leap. A series of somersaults wowed the 
cash admissions and also the free gazers 
outside arena fence. Hill employs a 
quartet of ponies and nine dogs. 

Ladell Trio furnishes clown element. 
Troupe is clever at knockabouts and 
comedy acrobatics. One of the joeys has 
the folk ga-ga in set misses aping the 
finesse of the straights. Trio uses 
tables, ropes and hurdles to good advan- 
tage. A femme impersonator does cradle 
contortions, while another performs a 
number of high kicks. They finish with 
an intricateiy constructed cardboard 
house, with all sorts of fancy gadgets, and 
breeze off to an explosive spank. Plenty 
of snap to this aggregation, and they 
minimize waits by clowning between acts. 

Will Hill follows with his talking pony 
in dumb answers. The kids in the audi- 
ence have their day here. They pop 
questions themselves and pony responds. 
Next on are Gertrude, Geraldine and 
Victoria, combination strong jaw and 
trap aerialists. Trio works here under 
ideal conditions and the pretty girls get 
response from spectators. Turn was re- 
viewed in a recent issue. 

Hill’s set of baby bulls are calculated 
to please the average customer. The little 
pachyderms, after conventional forma- 
tions, turnarounds, pyramids and dances, 
go into crawls, play football, roll barrels 
and such, topped by “wire” walking 
across a plank by one of the elephants. 
Animal makes a complete turnaround 
while on plank, which is the piece de 
resistance. The duo works into a drunk 
bit and finishes with a strong back 
shimmy. 

Joe Hanson is next to closing with his 
high-school horse, working it into sub- 
mission, chin on ground and back up- 
right. The Seven Trojans close the show 
with rapid-fire tumbling, somersaults 
and high pyramid mounts. The under- 
stander supports the other six in one 
pyramid, describing circular revolutions 
before breaking. They finish in an en- 
semble of sizzling cartwheels. thrice 
around ring, a humdinger. Arthur Wells 
announced and music by Luna’s Czecho- 
slovakian band. Engagement for one 
month.

Grand Opera for Luna Park, 
First in Coney’s History 


CONEY ISLAND, N. Y., July 11.--For 
the first time in the history of Coney 
Island grand opera will be presented to 
the public at Luna Park by the Magda 
Dahl Operatic Company and the Cola 
Santo Grand Opera Orchestra. Verdi's 
Aida will be the first presentation on the 
evening of July 25. Other operas, Rigo- 
letto, Traviata and Lucia di Lammermoor, 
will be given at subsequent dates, in an 
order not as yet announced, July 26 and 
August 1 and 2, with additional operas 
at later dates. 

The casts are not yet complete, but the 
following are among the principals: 
Magda Dahl, coloratura soprano; Bertha 
Carver, contralto; Carlo Ferretti, baritone; 
Chevalier Palazzi, basso, and Elena 
Kirmes, mezzo-soprano. 

Manager Rex D. Billings has ordered 
the construction of a stage in front of 
the band stand similar to the aprons in 
the early Greek theater, and the sides of 
which will project into the Willow Grove, 


protected by canvas. Present festoons of 
yellow lamps among the branches of 
trees will be elevated, giving the appear- 
ance of a lighted ceiling. 

As this constitutes the first time grand 
opera concerts will be offered in the open 
air at the Island, the park management 
has made the admission consistent with 
the general price of shows and rides—15 
cents. Tickets for the series on group 
propositions will be sold for 50 cents. 

In case of rain the concerts will be 
postponed until the following Saturday 
or Sunday.

With the addition of opera to Luna’s 
lists, park now boasts of several types of 
music, namely, the Czechoslovakian Band, 
which plays at the circus, in the open 
air and along the promenades, and 
Howard Emerson's Orchestra, which dis- 
penses the tunes in the Balloon ballroom. 
Other “flesh” music is that purveyed by 
Princess Radjah’s Oriental Show and one 
or two other show attractions. 


Rock Springs 
GrowsRapidly 


Now represents investment 
of $350,000—plans more 
improvements later 


CHESTER, W. Va., July 11.— 
With the completion recently 
of extensive landscaping, Rock 
Springs Park here now represents 
an investment of $350,000, C. C. 
MacDonald, president of the 
Rock Springs Park Company, an- 
nounces. MacDonald leased the 
park in 1926 and began its renova- 
tion in October that year. Park 
had been inactive for many years and 
all buildings and rideg had to be rebuilt 
and the entire park recreated. 

Extensive improvements are planned 
for the next few years. Next spring a 
new Mill Chute will be erected on the 
site of the Custer Car course at a cost 
of approximately $30,000. 

Rock Springs Park boasts of having 
been the first amusement park on the 
North American continent to construct 
an outdoor swimming pool. Altho this 
was built when the park was at the 
height of its popularity 20 years ago, 
when owned and managed by C. A. 
Smith, since MacDonald took over the 
resort extensive improvements have been 
made to the pool, including the installa- 
tion of a filtration and chlorination sys- 
tem. Pool was first opened in 1909. A 
modern bathhouse is operated in con- 
nection with accommodation for several 
hundred bathers. 

The policy of playing free acts, which 
started MacDonald to fame as a park 
manager while head of Summit Beach 
Park, Akron, is continued here. The best 
obtainable in’ free attractions is booked 
each season, the acts playing from one 
to two weeks, depending on their merit. 

Bookings this season in spite of the 
depression are more extensive than in 
past years, according to MacDonald. 

MacDonald has developed a_ well- 
trained personne] and, in addition to 
large executive offices, maintains a com- ° 
plete hospital unit. 

He is a firm believer in outdoor ex- 
ploitation and a system of outdoor bill- 
boards extending in all directions out 
of the Ohio Valley are maintained. He 
goes in strong for newspaper advertising. 

He was first to introduce the idea in 
the park ballroom here of keeping one 
band thruout the entire season and the 
plan has not only proved profitable, but 
made Doc Perkins and his Iowans so 
popular that they are now in their sec- 
ond season at the park and are drawing 


heavily from a score of towns here- 


abouts.

WEST HAVEN, Conn., July 11—A new 
use has been found for the big lagoon 
in the White City at Savin Rock.

While at- 
tractive in itself it has been found dif- 
ficult to find a use for it.

Records Fall 
Week - End at 


NEW YORK, July 11. — Many at- 
tendance records. for beaches, resorts, 
parks and pools were shattered for the 
season over the holiday last week-end as 
2,000,000 or more people in met. districts 
sought relief from the torrid and humid 
weather. A haze hanging over Coney 
Island on Saturday kept the crowd under 
750,000, but this figure exceeded that of 
any other resort in the nation, tho the 
island has seen larger throngs on July 
Fourths in other years. The Sunday 
compilation, however, showed more than 
1,000,000. Bathhouses turned them away, 
while the pools in Luna and Steeplechase 
were jammed. Concessionaires were re- 
ported as saying that in view of present 
conditions they were satisfied with the 
week-end play. 

The Rockaways sent previous records 
into oblivion, with nearly 900,000 over 
the week-end, the Saturday attendance 
in the van by about 50,000. 

Long Island traffic was* particularly 
heavy, distributing about 450,000 to 
Long Beach, 100,000 to Jones Beach and 
thousands to smaller beaches and out- 
door pools. All resorts from Atlantic 
City to the Connecticut shore reported 
record throngs over the week-end, with 
the Jersey resort claiming the best at- 
tendance at around 350,000. Points along 
the Jersey Coast, including Asbury Park. 
Point Pleasant and Atlantic Highlands, 
clicked to record tunes, while beaches in 
Westchester reported near-record or rec- 
ord crowds. Playland and Rye Beach, at 
Rye, played host to multitudes, tho no 
definite figure was available. 


Steamers, railroads, ferries, busses and 
metropolitan transportation facilities 
were forced to place extra details to ac- 
commodate passengers from the city be- 
ginning Friday afternoon, with a similar 
supplement on the trek home Sunday 
afternoon and evening and early Mon- 
day moraing. Excursion boats increased 
facilities to all points. Overland, water 
and rail traffic was reported heavier than 
last year’s.

Shayeb, Ride Owner, Falls 
To Death From Own Coaster 


REVERE BEACH, Mass., July 11.—John 
Shayeb, owner of several riding devices 
at Revere Beach, was found dead at the 
foot of his roller coaster, the Thunder- 
bolt, early in the morning of July 4. 
How the affair occurred is a mystery, 
but local police believe that death was 
accidental. 

It was said that Shayeb boarded one 
of the cars of his coaster, and while 
there were a number of merrymakers 
sitting in the cars behind him during 
the fatal ride, when the three-car train 
completed its trip all left the device 
without reporting any unusual occur- 
rence. Rumors that he had committed 
suicide because of financial troubles were 
indignantly branded as false by mem- 
bers of the Shayeb family. 

The death plunge happened shortly 
after 3 o’clock in the morning, with the 
beach jammed with persons observing an 
all-night holiday celebration. What puz- 
zled the police was the fact that while 
sO Many people were in the merry-mak- 
ing crowd and the coaster was brilliantly 
lighted, no one saw Shayeb plunge from 
the car. Employees of the coaster ex- 
pressed the opinion that in making a 
test trip over the ride he leaned over 
too far in attempting to inspect the rails 
and was thrown out of the car. At 
Massachusetts General Hospital it was 
found that his skull was fractured, both 
legs broken and that he suffered numer- 
ous other injuries.

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Fair Outlook 
Encouraging 


Negotiations for use of 
Federal exhibits develop- 
ing normally, Cook states 


WASHINGTON, July 11.— 
With summer now on its way in 
good shape, and fall, the time of 
the year for the holding of most 
of the fairs and expositions in the 
country, in the offing, negotiations 
for the use of exhibits of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
usually an index to interest in 
fair officials in coming exhibitions, 
have begun to look up. Geo. H. Cook, as- 
sistant to Director Joseph Hiscox of the 
exhibits bureau, said to The Billboard 
that there was nothing at this time of 
a discouraging nature as to fair pros- 
pects, insofar as the activities of his 
bureau reflect these prospects. This, 
conceding a hang-over depression at 
least, might therefore be considered as 
encouraging. 

One healthy sign is that negotiations 
for use of Federal displays are developing 
normally, according to Cook, which would 
Suggest that things agricultural are 
coming back slowly. Bumper crops are 
expected to spell generous displays when 
fairs begin to take on definite shape. 
The hot spell during the closing days of 
June in a group of Middle-West States, 
it now would seem, did not do as much 
damage to crops as was at first feared. 
Principal damage, at this writing, ap- 
pears to have been done to oats. 

With the bulk of the fairs running in 
September, it is as yet a bit early, ac- 
cording to Cook, for his bureau to get a 
very definite line on things from dn 
economic standpoint. This does not 
mean necessarily, according to him, that 
activities by fair officials, not reflected in 
the files of the Bureau of Exhibits, are 
not taking place. Again, farmers, indi- 
vidually, are now too busy to give much 
time to their own plans for participation 
thru attendance and displays in their 
local or State fairs. That fair executives 
are busy, however, there is considerable 
other evidence. One new thought along 
this line, so far as Eastern territory is 
concerned, is suggested in the action of 
directors of Southern Maryland Fair As- 
sociation, which give their show at Marl- 
boro, but a few miles from Washington. 

These directors have decided to avoid 
conflict with the beginning of schools by 
opening their fair September 1, a week 
earlier than usual. In the past it has 
been held during the second week of 
September, running five days. Evidence 
of intention to enlist active support from 
women is found in the appointment. of 
a ladies’ committee, headed by Mrs. 
Walter C. Euwar, and with a member- 
ship of around 60, to help boost the fair,

$1,125,000 To Stage This 
Year’s Toronto Exhibition 


TORONTO, July 11.—Ever enterprising, 
always progressing, the Canadian Na- 
tional Exhibition is rapidly readying for 
its 53d consecutive opening August 28. 
A stunning list of attractions is an- 
nounced for this year. 


For the last four years CNE has been 
the scene of the world championship 
marathon swim. Again, this year these 
annual long-distance events will be con- 
tested along the exhibition sea wall, where 
800,000 spectators can watch in comfort 
the progress in a 15-mile race of the 
world’s greatest swimmers striving for 
$25,000 in cash and the accompanying 
glory. Women’s event, which is 10 miles, 
is scheduled to start in the morning of 
the opening day as part of the initial at- 
tractions. Men’s race of 15 miles will 
take place September 2. To round out 
the aquatic program there will be held 
for the first time an amateur swim for 
women of one mile and another for men 
of two miles. Entrants in these latter 
events will include many Olympic and 
other stars. They will compete on a 
course within the breakwater. 

An outward motorboat regatta extend- 
ing over many days will thrill visitors. 

The oldest track meet in America will 
again feature Athletic Day September 5. 
Percy Williams, Bob Simpson, Lord 
Burghley, Phil. Edwards, Eddie Tolan and 
names of equal prominence in women’s 
athletics give some indication of the pre- 


eminence of the CNE’s cinder-track car- 
nival. 


While exhibitors spend colossal sums 
of money in arranging spectacularly in- 
viting displays, CNE will invest a total 
of $1,125,000 for this year’s presentation 
to be distributed in prizes, pageantry and 
other entertainment features which only 
can be secured by huge cash expendi- 
tures. 

Aggressiveness of this world-noted ex- 
position is exemplified in the completion 
of a huge addition to the Coliseum (al- 
ready the largest show building in the 
world), the million-dollar horse palace. 
This great structure of cut stone, brick 
and steel has eight acres of floor space, is 
500 by 325 feet in extent, and will ac- 
commodate 1,200 horses. It will embody 
numerous novel features not hitherto as- 
sociated with the housing of “man’s best 
friend.” 


The International Pure Food Building 
this year will resemble an Italian street, 
with its courts and stores—a structure 
that promises to rival in beauty and dis- 
tinction the buildings of the City of the 
Seven, Hills. 

The real reason for the pre-eminence 
of the CNE may be learned from the ap- 
praised value of the land, buildings and 
plant equipment, which amounts to 
$21,000,000. There are 350 acres, with 
floor space for exhibitors amounting to 
2,250,000 square feet. 


Chamber Aids

TRENTON, N. J., July 11.— 
Merchants and manufacturers are 
planning to display their products 
at Trenton Fair, dated for Labor 
Day week. Chamber of Com- 
merce is co-operating in project, 
having taken an entire section of 
manufacturers and merchants’ 
building to serve for exhibits. 
This is first season local chamber 
has gone to this extent in making the 
fair more attractive. Interest evinced 
at this early date indicates that Trenton- 
made products will predominate. 

Another display expected to attract at- 
tention is the United States Government 
exhibit, which will be of an agricultural 
and educational nature. 

Features not previously found in the 
live stock and agricultural departments 
will be listed when the fair opens, ac- 
cording to advices from J. Fred Mergerum, 
general manager.

This move is a logical 
outcome, due to the fact that the fair, 
opening Labor Day, as was the case last 
year, gives the youngsters freedom that 
week, inasmuch as the schools in this 
sector do not open until the following 
week. School kids thus become fair 
minded at least nine weeks in advance 
of the opening. 

Fair management, endeavoring to be 
consistent with the times, has reduced 
its general admission to a straight 50- 
cent admission for any day instead of 50 
cents for every day of four days and $1 
for each of two days. . 

As announced: in a previous issue, 
Schooley’s Sensations of 1931 will be pre- 
sented nightly as the free attraction in 
front of the grand stand, along with a 
quartet of other acts. A different routine 
will prevail in the afternoons. First four 
days will be devoted to horse racing, 
Friday will be taken up with steeple- 
chase, and automobile racing is slated 
for Saturday, with rodeo and stampede 
offered every afternoon.

MINNESOTA

It shall be the duty of ‘the public 
examiner to prescribe uniform forms and 
methods of accounting to be used by 
agricultural societies, and no such soci- 
ety shall be entitled to State aid under 
the provisions of this act unless it has 
complied with the orders and instruc- 
tions of the public examiner with re- 
pect to the use of the accounting forms 
and methods so prescribed by the public 
examiner. 

Any county or district agricultural so- 
ciety which may have held its second 
annual fair shall be entitled to share 
pro rata in such distribution. The State 
auditor shall certify to the secretary of 
the State Agricultural Society on or be- 
fore January 5 of each year a list of all 
county or district agricultura] societies 
that have complied with this act and 
which are entitled to share in such ap- 
propriation. All payments hereunder 
shall be made on or before December 20 
of the year in which the fair is held, 
provided, however, that in determining 
the amount to be paid to any society or 
association under this section, the State 
auditor shall exclude all payments made 
by such society or associations as premi- 
ums or purses for, or in horse races, ball 
games and amusement features of any 
nature. 

In counties having a population of 
more than 200,000 and an area of 5,000 
square miles or more, the board of 
county commissioners, in addition to the 
power it now possesses to appropriate 
money to county agricultural societies, is 
hereby authorized to appropriate, to not 
more than 10 duly organized community 


fair associations of its county, not to 
exceed $500 each. In no event shall 
more than twice the sum paid out in 
premiums by any community fair asso- 
ciation be appropriated to it by the 
county board. Where there is more than 
one community fair association in a 
county, the county board in determin- 
ing which association shaH_ receive 
county funds shall consider the geo- 
graphical location of the fair maintained 
by each and shall so make its appro- 
priations to such associations that each 
different community and part of the 
county will share therein and be equally 
benefited thereby. 

That before the county auditor of any 
such county shall deliver his warrant to 
any community fair asosciation for any 
funds allowed under this act, the treas- 
urer of such community fair association 
shall file a bond in the amount of $500 
running to the said county, to be ap- 
proved by the county board as to form 
and sufficiency of sureties thereon, con- 
ditioned that said treasurer will disburse 
said funds according to law. 

In any county in this State in which 
the assessed valuation of property, ex- 
clusive of money and credits, is more 
than $250,000.000 and an area of more 
than 5,000 square miles, the county 
boards of commissioners from such 
county may, in addition to appropria- 
tions otherwise provided by law, be 
authorized to levy and appropriate an 
amount not exceeding $5,000, to be paid 
to any agricultural society in such 
county that has incurred any present 
indebtedness which jt is unable to pay 
from its current receipts.

ICC, he said that passenger rates and 
freight rates were two entirely different 
questions and had to be treated sepa- 
rately. He said that League brief would 
prove that reductions of passenger rate 
would stimulate carrier business, while 
an increase would Rave the opposite 
effect. 

Railroad wail for higher freight rates 
already up before ICC. 


WASHINGTON, July 11—No _ formal 
complaint in behalf of the League of 
New York Theaters for the purpose of 
obtaining reduced railroad rates for tour- 
ing companies has yet been filed with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
according to H. C. Gillis, of administra- 
tive division of the Commission. If Dr. 
Henry Moskowitz, adviser to the League, 
who was reported to have visited Wash- 
ington for the purpose of initiating a 
complaint following action of Trunk 
Lines Association in turning down 
League’s application for lower rates re- 
cently, did so he had not up to Wednes- 
day acted formally upon the matter, 
according to Gillis. 

Commenting generally upon railroad 
rates for touring theatrical companies, 
Gillis recalled that quite some time ago 
Congress took up the cudgel in behalf 
of the troupers and passed a law restor- 
ing the old-time mileage books. The law 
was attacked by rail carriers, however, 
carried to the U. S. Supreme Court, and 
there knocked out, he said. Any applica- 
tion at present for reduced rates for 
touring companies probably would have 
to be sOught under Section I of the act 
providing for “reasonable charges,” Gillis 
commented, altho suggesting that he 
was not thereby in any way indicating 
a course which filers of a complaint 
might take.

There the Ideas will be 
chopped down in size and cost, and 
musicians and stacehands added to meet 
the “B” unit house requirements. 


Plan is similar to the one brought up 
a number of months ago and broached 
to the unions by Fanchon & Marco.

with the concessions. It is expected they 
will fall in again with the scheme if 
Howe, Weber and Canavan reach an 
agreement.

Ideas now playing the Coast 
houses are being rushed into all of these 
Spots, with F. & M. pushing production 
on new units to fill their places on the 
route.

portant fairs which won't operate this sea- 
son because of conditions. Additionally, 
the self-elimination of “fly-by-night” 
promotions and other events in the fall, 
which too readily assumed major com- 
plexions under false pretenses, will help, 
inasmuch as they were looked upon as 
thorns in the side of progressive fairs. 


A number of fairs in the South, far 
from eliminating acts of a circus nature, 
as alien and unfounded reports indicated 
earlier in the season, are scheduled to 
emphasize miniature grand-stand revues, 
using acrobatic, aerial and ground acts 
to make a complete bill balance. In 
majority of cases circus turns are not 
being curtailed in favor of revues to 
allow booking of latter tod balance 
budgets. On the contrary, they are being 
retained in numbers as obtained regu- 
larly, and revues are being booked as 
added attractions in line with policies of 
increased “flesh” fare. 


Colonel H. B. Watkins, secretery Dan- 
ville (Va.) Pair, has booked nine acts 
headed by an outstanding water show. 
The Greensboro (N. C.) Fair, Garland 
Daniel, secretary, will have a large pro- 
gram, including a unit combo of seven 
acts. . Salisbury (N. C.) Pair has booked 
a miniature revue with a view to estab- 
lishing it, if successful, as a set policy. 
A bill of at least five other acts will pre- 
vail, according to report. 


After months of negotiations, D. D. 
Wittcover, president, and Paul V. Moore, 
secretary. South Carolina State Pair. 
Columbia, booked an outstanding revue, 
supplemented by six acts and a “name” 
band. Program is reported of such a 
major character that the South Carolin- 
lan press heralded it thruoyt the State. 
Admission to the grounds the opening 
day will be free to all, an innovation, 
with fair officials ready to bank on the 
drawing power of grand-stand attrac- 
tions. Theory is that the saving at the 
gate will eventually divert to grand 
stand’s coffers, such is the confidence 
they have in the merits of their free acts. 


North Carolina State Fair, Raleigh, 
with an increased budget for attractions, 
as announced two weeks ago, has con- 
tracted for a w.-k. revue playing a return 
engagement, as well as six other acts and 
a@ prominent band. About 3,000 addi- 
tional seats will be erected adjacent to 
the grand stand. Dr. J. S. Norton, secre- 
tary Shelby (N. C.) Fair, claims booking 
of a, stronger program than heretofore, 
with a minimum of six acts, according 
to information given. 


A report reaching The Billboard simul. 
taneous with that on Southern fairs is to 
the effect that the Worcester (Mass.) 
Fair is arranging for a medley of free 
acts, including a revue, a “name” cannon 
act and band and at least four other 
turns. This came as a result of a meet- 
ing held July 6.

Machines Hold Their Own 
In the Overseas Market 


WASHINGTON, July 11.—Figures made 
public by Eric T. King, chief, specialties 
division, show that exports of coin-op- 
erated machines during the first nine 
months of 1920 amounted to 12,123 ma- 
chines, valued at $714,180, compared to 
12,319 machines, valued at $741,691, for 
the same period of 1929. These figures 
do not include shipments to noncon- 
ticuous territories of the United States 
except the Philippine Islands. Exports 
of coin-operated musical instruments are 
not dealt with in this summary, as they 
are listed under musical instruments in 
the export declarations. 

As the United States exported nearly 
the same quantity and value of coin-op- 
erated machines in the first nine months 
of 1930 as in 1929, the indications are 
that, notwithstanding the general down- 
ward trend in other specialties, these 
machines are holding their own in over- 
seas markets. This is especially true of 
commodity and “other coin-operated ma- 
chines,” exports of which increased in 
1980 over 1929. 


Coin-in-Slot Talkies Soon 


DALLAS, Tex., July 10—Morton J. 
Smith has perfected a machine whereby 
the 16-millimeter motion picture film 
cafries synchronized sound, and “a drop- 
a-dime” attachment will give the cus- 
tomer seven or eight minutes of regular 
talking movie entertainment whenever 
he wants it. All a patron does is to walk 
up to a miniature booth, seat himself in 
a chair, drop the coin in the slot and 
the show starts,

PROFITS CERTAIN AND DE 


Mountains of Food 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., July 11—Moun- 
tains of food are sold each year by the 
concessioners at Eastern States Expo- 
sition here. There are more than 50 
eating concessions on the grounds dur- 
ing exposition week, and the prodigious 
quantities of food that are consumed 
are something to conjure with. 

For instance, one concession operator 
in 1930 actually sold the following: 
69,000 franks; 26,080 hamburger sand- 
wiches, in which 3,260 pounds of ham- 
burger steak was used; 5,000 pounds of 
beef in pot roasts and stews, 2,500 loaves 
of bread; 3,000 ham, cheese and roast 
beef sandwiches; 3,000 ice cream pies, 
32,442 bottles of soda, 31,000 bottles of 
milk, 800 dozen packages of potato chips, 
1,800 gallons of coffee, 400 pounds of 
boiled ham, 360 pounds of cheese, 1,500 
assorted pies, 1,225 loaves of cake, 500 
dozen doughnuts and 3,000 pounds of 
fish, not to mention other foodstuffs. 
To carry on this business the services of 
178 employees were required. And altho 
1930 was supposed to be a year of busi- 
ness depression, the net profit on this 
merchandise was in even greater pro- 
portion. than in previous years of opera- 
tion, due largely to reduced cost of raw 
materials.
